They may have thought that 
Zionism was still the figment of overwrought imagination, that 
they were quite comfortable in the lands in which they dwelt, 
and had no wish to exchange their residence in, say London 
or Paris or Washington for Jerusalem or Jaffa or Haifa. But 
they would, of course, have been comforted by the penultimate 
sentence of the Declaration, which assured them that it was 
not intended to affect either their rights, their political status 
or their general position. With all of these they were so 
satisfied that when they thought about the Movement at all if 
was because they became afraid that Zionism, if it had its way, 
would compromise these things for them, that despite their 
religious beliefs they held aloof. 


The moral of all this is not far to seek. The Declars- 
tion, as we have drawn it, would we believe be some- 
thing like the document that would be written to-day if His 
Majesty’s Government felt it necessary or of advantage, as it 
did in 1917, to express to the Jewish people its goodwill in 
relation to their hopes concerning Palestine. We believe, too, 
that we have accurately, however incompletely, pictured the 
effect which such a Declaration, had it been made instead of 
the one that actually was promulgated, would have had upon 
the three main sections of the Jewish people, so far as they 
are divided upon the question of Jewish Nationalism. If we 
are correct in our contentions, then such a Deciaration, reflect- 
ing as it does the precise position of affairs at this moment, 
would have induced on the part of Jews a general response, 


whatever their previous predilections on the subject may have 


been. It follows that such support ought now to be forth. 
For instance, in the days that succeeded the Balfour 
Declaration as it actually was, the rich and the wealthy among 
our people, not only in England but in America, too, and not 
in England and America only, held off because they declared 
that they could have no part or lot in, and would render no 
financial encouragement to any scheme involving the Jewish 
National‘ idea, or one comprising a political envisagement 
of Judaism. They declared, moreover, that none the 
less they were anxious to help Great Britain in the carry- 
ing out of the work she had undertaken in Palestine. 
They were willing, to quote the American Hebrew’s slogan, while 
scrapping Zionism to build Zion. They were willing to help 
unassorted Jews to become assorted Jews at the ports of Pales- 
tine and there settle, providing they became nationally Pales- 
tinians and formed no other than a community there. Well, all 
that is conceded in the Balfour Declaration as we have drawn it, 
Jewish Nationalists are not having their way; they cannot, 
as the immortal HERZL counselled (it was the very 
chief plank of his platform), prepare in Palestine political 
conditions so as to make it as sure as_ possible that 
the Jews entering there would become nationa!ly Jews, 
and that ultimately out of this immigration there would 
certainly arise a Jewish Commonwealth. That was the view 
of the Jewish masses; and because they believed that 
the Balfour Declaration, as it was issued, promised the oppor- 
tunity of those conditions, the masses poured out their money 
into Palestine while the classes were holding fast by their pockets. 
Were the classes genuine in their professions? If so, their 
time has come. ‘There is nothing now in the Balfour Declara- 
tion as it to all intents and purposes stands to-day, or in the 
Mandate as it has been interpreted by the British Government, 
to give them the excuse they pleaded for withholding their 
substance, or for not giving of their superfluous wealth. If 
they now refuse, there is, as it has been put, yet another grim 
tragedy in the tragic history that has been assigned to it for 
two thousand years looming before the future of Palestine. 


Sofaras Zionists or Jewish Nationalistsare concerned, the out- 
look provided by a Declaration such as we have formulated detiands 
notlistlessness or despair. They, to be sure, have been sorely tried, 
insomuch as instead of a Declaration such as we have drawn, tho 
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Government issued the Declaration it did. We have not hesitated 
to express the disappointment we know they have experienced, 
We have even said that it mightinduce a holding of their hands 
‘from any work in Palestine at all and a withdrawal from all part 
in its upbuilding.

He 
is as sure now as ever, and despite all that has 
occurred, that, as Mr. Ussisuk1n rightly says, the last word 
will be with the Jewish people in Palestine: and he has no 
doubt what that last word will be. His difficulties are infinitely 
greater than he was led to believe they would be, but difficulties, 
especially those confronting the Jew, are made to be overcome. 
He sees a ruthless, drastic bar set against Jews—and let us 
stress the fact once again, against Jews only—who desire 
to enter the land of their fathers, and he will employ 
every means at his disposal so as to obtain their 
modification and removal. He knows the teasing questions 
in regard to the Land of Israel advanced on every 
side. But they cannot prevail with him against the 
overmastering question—how is the future of Judaism to be 
safeguarded and the existence of Jews secured 2? Time may, 
with the untoward conditions that have been contrived in 
regard to his work, prove that his task is, while those conditions 
remain, wholly hopeless. We trust that it may not be so; but in 
any case if so it be, the responsibility will not be his if now he 
strives his utmost even in circumstances as they are. Thus it is 
that, as we have all along counselled, he is neither dismayed nor 
hopeless, because the prospect upon which he must now 
look is one informed by a Balfour Declaration such. as 
we have drawn, and not by the real Balfour Declaration which 
he must now for all practical purposes ignore. A protest 
has been made against the breaking of the great promise, and— 
alas, that we should have to say so—the concurrence 
in that destruction of those whose first business it was to defend 
and safeguard it.

the Jews entering there would become nationa!ly Jews, 
and that ultimately out of this immigration there would 
certainly arise a Jewish Commonwealth. That was the view 
of the Jewish masses; and because they believed that 
the Balfour Declaration, as it was issued, promised the oppor- 
tunity of those conditions, the masses poured out their money 
into Palestine while the classes were holding fast by their pockets, 
Were the classes genuine in their professions? If so, their 
time has come. There is nothing now in the Balfour Declara- 
tion as it to all intents and purposes stands to-day, or in the 
Mandate as it has been interpreted by the British Government, 
to give them the excuse they pleaded for withholding their 
substance, or for not giving of their superfluous wealth, If 
they now refuse, there is, as it has been put, yet another grim 
tragedy in the tragic history that has been assigned to it for 
two thousand years looming before the future of Palestine. 


Sofaras Zionists or Jewish Nationalists aré concerned, theout- 
look provided by a Declaration such as we have formulated detiands 
not listlessness or despair. They, to be sure, have been sorely tried, 
insomuch as instead of a Declaration such as we have drawn, tho 
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Government issued the Declaration it did. We have not hesitated 
to express the disappointment we know they have experienced, 
We have even said that it might induce a holding of their hands 
from any work in Palestine at all and a withdrawal from all part 
in its upbuilding. Happily, our people are made of sterner stuff 
than to allow even the bitter, bitter agony they have suffered 
during the last twelve months to render them wholly dis- 
couraged to the point of desperation. It may even be that our 
mentioning the possibility of such a result has done something 
to remove the danger of it. Let them, as we have said 

dismiss all thought of the Balfour Declaration as it was, of the 
comparative failure which has attended the efforts of the Zionist 
leaders, and look now upon the comparative success they would 
have ascribed tosuch a Declaration as that we have supposed, 
The true Nationalist Jew, the true Zionist, can abate not one 
yad of his aspirations or his hopes, and can compromise by 
not a cheerek the principles by which he stands. He 
18 as sure now as ever, and despite all that has 
_ occurred, that, as Mr. Ussisnkin rightly says, the last word 
will be with the Jewish people in Palestine: and he has no 
doubt what that last word will be. His difficulties are infinitely 
greater than he was led to believe they would be, but difficulties, 
especially those confronting the Jew, are made to be overcome. 
He sees a ruthless, drastic bar set against Jews—and let us 
stress the fact once again, against Jews only—who desire 
to enter the land of their fathers, and he will employ 
every means at his disposal so ‘as to obtain their 
modification and removal. He knows the teasing questions 
in regard to the Land of Israel advanced on every 
side, But they cannot prevail with him against the 
overmastering question—how is the future of Judaism to be 
safeguarded and the existence of Jews secured? Time may, 
with the untoward conditions that have been contrived in 
regard to his work, prove that his task is, while those conditions 
remain, wholly hopeless. We trust that it may not be so; but in 
any case if so it be, the responsibility will not be his if now he 
strives his utmost even in circumstances as they are. Thus it is 
that, as we have all along counselled, he is neither dismayed nor 
hopeless, because the prospect upon which he must now 
look is one informed by a Balfour Declaration such as 
we have drawn, and not by the real Balfour Declaration which 
he must now for all practical purposes ignore. A protest 
has been made against the breaking of the great promise, and— 
alas, that we should have to say so—the concurrence 
in that destruction of those whose first business it was to defend 
and safeguard it. Yet Jewish Nationalists will’ surely gather 
up the pieces, and with love of Zion and the hope of it that is 
entwined in their hearts will carry on their good work bravely 
and unflinchingly. They will do what they can as they can, 
not for the mere maintenance of the Jewish Community in 
Palestine but so as to help forward the day when a Common- 
wealth shall find its place there Jewish in every sense of the 
term, a joy of all the earth and a pride of every son and daughter 
of our people.

Let us hope that 
the good work thus begun may proceed, and that a final settlement 
of all outstanding questions in the Near East may be arrived at with- 
out recourse to the uncivilised measure of arms. But war there has 
been, and the struggle between the Turks and the Greeks has found 
its victims in many of our coreligionists, especially in Smyrna 
where they. shared with their fellow-citizens the terrible disaster 
which overtook the city. Many of them are by it reduced to the 
utmost distress and poverty, and on their behalf an urgent appeal is 
made in our columns this week. We feel sure that it will be 
Jesponded to quickly and liberally. Apart from the sympathy 
which the state of these brethren of ours must enlist in us, there 
will surely be a desire to show our thankfulness at having been 
spared the horrors of war by a little sacrifice for the benefit of 
those who have not been so favoured.

The Law of Divorce. 
— 
By MeNnror. 


N Wednesday last the Times published an important and 
weighty letter from Lord Buckmaster, an ex-Lord 
Chancellor. In consequence of the enormous crush of 
divorce cases that were set down for trial a few months 

ago, the Lord Chancellor asked Lord Buckmaster to dispose of some 
undefended suits. The ex-Lord Chancellor heard some four hundred 
petitions. He tells us that they were taken in due order from the 
list and included every class, but with a large preponderance of the 
poor, owing to their numbers and also to the difficulty of their 
getting decent homes. Those words of Lord Buckmaster contain 
a double monition. They warn us that the morality of the country 
is being largely strained, because while the poor preponderate— 


that is to say, the poor are overborne by the conditions 
reserved for the rich and the wealthy—they are unable 
to obtain homes in which the essential amenities of moral 


marital existence can be secured. That, however, in passing. 
The gravamen of Lord Buckmaster's letter is an appeal for the 
alteration of the present law of divorce. He tells us that his 
experience in the four hundred cases which came before him was 
startling, and showed not alone an “ insulting inequality” in the 
present law, as between husband and wife, but also revealed a state 
of things which beggars words of description. It told of a nauseating 
condition of so-called marriage that flourishes im English society 


like some upas tree, spreading its noxious poison throughout the 
whole of the body politic. 


‘‘ Moral Sanitation.’’ 


Into the details which Lord Buckmaster gives of some of the 
worst cases that came before him, we need not here enter. Suflice it 
to say that he tells of women subjected to the most awful cruelty, 
physical and moral, by the degraded and lascivious brutes to whom 
they had been so unfortunate as to ally themselves, in what with 
grim irony is called holy matrimony. And it is plain, too, that there 
must be men by the thousand who carry in their hearts and souls 
the weary burden of constant galling bitterness of spirit, 
by reason of the marriages they have contracted with women who 
have proved to be worse than worthless to them. And yet, such is 
the state of the law, none of these unions of tragedy cau be dissolved, 
none of the victims of the most awful tyranny conceivable, the 
burden of a wicked husband or wife, can be released, unless the wife 
consents to the sin of adultery, or the husband consents to the like 
moral offence, adding to it the disgusting crime of cruelty to the 
woman whom he had promised to cherish and to love. To pointout 
the infamy of such a law, to show how the law may literally drive 
people whose souls would revolt against behaviour which it demands 
as the one price for freedom from an unfortunate marriage, is 
superfluous. Any man or woman of common sense, any man or 
woman of the world, must know that divorce laws of such a nature 
require cleansing without delay in the cause of sheer moral 
sanitation. 


The Jewish Bill of Health. 


We Jews have a particular interest as Jews, apart from the 
natural interest we ought to feel as citizens, in the reform of the 
divorce laws, for which Lord Buckmaster has made such a striking 
appeal. For one thing, because married life among Jews and 
Jewesses is on the average far less distorted and seared by the 
criminal misery which marks so much of married existence to-day in 
the general community. ‘There was a time when in this respect we 
could show a particularly clean bill of health. The faithless wife or 
husband, and assuredly the brutal husband, were rare bitds in 
Jewry. I doubt whether our bill of health is nearly so clean to-day. 
To-day we contribute our quota to the cases that come before divorce 
judges, and one cannot move about the community in all classes 
of it without being made aware that in more instances’ than one 
cares to recognise, the fine ideal of Jewish marital union is not in 
practice the immaculate thing it once was. I alluded to this matter 
only recently, and I ventured to give what occurred to me as some of 
the reasons for the regrettable decline, of which there is no 
gainsaying. And it seems to me, that just because, speaking by 
average, our marital standard is still so much higher than that of the 
general public, and because it is showing the degenerative signs to 
which I have alluded, those constitute particular reasons why we 
should do our utmost to help in the fight which Lord Buckmaster is 
leading for a reform of the present laws of divorce. Because it 
must never be forgotten, and itis a point which I venture to say was 
missed in his letter by Lord Buckmaster, as it is missed by 80 many 
who advocate this change of legislation, that marital happiness, the 
right living of man and wife, and the keeping sacred of the marriage 
tie, are largely dependent upon the laws that can be brought into 
force in case either party to the marital union (or both), find that they 
have entered into their bonds under mistake, and that conditions 


— 


have arisen which prevent them from honouring and respecting th 
obligations they have undertaken. Thus a reform of the Divorce 
Law would not only bring relief to thousands who are suffering 
from them, would not only remove wicked anomalies, but would, I 
am convinced, tend to safeguard and secure marriage asan institation. 


Jewish Law. 


| But there is another reason for the particular interest of Jews in 
this question. We have Divorce Laws of our own. They are in 
every country ‘except, I suppose, Palestine) subject to the laws 


that prevail in the lands of which we are citizens, and 
they become operative only as between Jews themselves. 
That is to say, a Jew and Jewess, husband and wife, in 


this country can dissolve their marriage only by the law of 
the land. But their marriage as Jew and Jewess can be put an end 
to only by the operation of the Jewish Law. Any Jew or Jewess who 
refuses to submit to the Jewish Law of Divorce may obtain decrees 
nist and absolute at the Law Courts, but neither of them can 
re-marry under Jewish egis unless divorced according tc Jewish 
Law. What is this Jewish Law of Divorce? It will be of scme 
interest to give just a slight sketch of its provisions. Originally, 
divorce among Jews could only proceed when the husband gave a bill 
of divorcement to his wife. He was entitled to do so for any reason 
(or for none). But as far back as the eleventh century a decree was 
promulgated by a great and influential Rabbi (Gershon of Mayence), 
whereby this right of the husband, which even then had become 
largely theoretical, was formally made an end of. “To assimilate 
the righ‘ of the woman with the right of the man,” declared the Rabbi, 
“it is decreed that even as the man does not put away his wife, except 
of his own free will, so shall the woman not be put away except by 
her own consent.’ The effect of that law is thataman and a woman 
mutually agreeing that their marriage has proved a failure can, of 
their own free will, decide to dissolve their union, which has become 
to them nota happiness, buta burdenandatrouble. So much for the 
frequently alleged inequality as between husband and wife of the 
Jewish law of Divorce! If that law were the law of the land, pro- 
vision would, too, be inade as it is made in Jewish practice, whereby 
the manand woman desiring to separate would be bound io come bef ra 
some authority (in the case of Jews it is. of course, the Bef D: 
before ratifying the decision to which the unhappy couple had arrived 
would use every possible endeavour, by exploring the caus: 
trouble between the couple, to see if any means could bb» found 
avoiding the breach they contemplated. Odaly after it had satisied 
itself that a continuance of the bond was likely tomean a desecration 
of the marriage tie, would it agree to allow a Diverce. Tuus there 
would be cut out right away the miserable state of affairs con- 
stituted by the English Law, whereby sin and criime are the oaly 
avenues of escape for the unfortunately married. 


Humanity v. Asceticism. 


lu Jewish Law, of course, there are provisions made whereby 
divorce can be compelled, both in the case of the husband and in 
that of the wife. A strange provision—and one that I wil) not 
argue here, either in favour or against—is, that in the case of one 
divorced for adultery, a woman cannot marry the man with whom 
she has committed herself. It is a moot point whether such a pro- 
vision is likely to make for more or less morality, or, what amounts 
to the same thing, for more or less happiness and content. In 
any case, my object here is not to enter into any lengthy descriptionof 
the Jewish Law of Divorce, but merely to show how, in the provision it 
makes for separating couples who have made a mistake in their choice, 
it is infinitely more moral, infinitely more human, intinitely cleaner 
than is the English Law as it stands, and which, Lord Buckmaster 
so eloquently pleaded, should be expunged from the Statute Book. I 
expect the real fact of the matter is that the Jewish Law of Divorce, 
like all Jewish Law, bases itself upon human sentiment and upun 
the natural feelings of men and women, while the English Law is a 
heritage of medieval ecclesiasticism with its abnormal view of life 
and its inhuman idea of marriage. Itis an anomalous compromise 
between the demands of everyday commonsense and the claims of an 
obsolete and utterly impracticable asceticism, asthe rule of life.

OFFER FOR JEWISH COLONISATION. | 


THE ALLEGED REPUDIATION, 


Cable Message from President Obregon to the 
“Jewish Chronicle.” 


In view of the letter sent by the Under-Secretary for the 
Colonisation Department for the Mexican Ministry of Agriculture 
to the United Jewish Emigration Committee, the gist of which 
was published in our last issue, and in view of the fact that the 
letter referred to seemed to be a repudiation of the offer made by 
the Republic of Mexico to Mr. Paul W. Rothenberg, of New York, 
of land for the purpose of the “emigration of Russian Jews to the 
Republic of Mexico,” the Jewish Chronicle cabled to President 
Obregon as follows :— 

“In May your Excellency addressed a letter to Mr. Rothenberg, of 
New York, offering territory under certain conditions for colonisation by 
Jews. A letter it is alleged bas now been addressed by the Under-Secretary 
for the Colonisation Department of the Ministry of Agriculture repudiat- 
ing the offer. Will your Excellency kiodly inform me whether your 
offer to Mr. Rothenberg holds good or is withdrawn.—Editor Jewish 
Chronicle.” 

In reply to our enquiry, we yesterday received a cable, of which 
the following is tie translation :-— 


“Your kind cable of yesterday. My pro- 
posal to Rothenberg stands good, and the Under- 
Secretary only desired to point out that it would 
be convenient if a few representatives came to 
Mexico in order to study the general basis on 
which the contemplated Jewish colonisation could 
be formulated.—ALVARO OBREGON.” 


icin Declines 3,000 Dollars a Performance. 


American Vice-President’s Message. 
\From our Correspondent. } NEW YORK, 
Cantor Josef Rosenblatt has again refused to take the part of the 
Jew Eleazer in Halévy’s famous opera, “La Juive.” The first time Mr. 
Rosenblatt was asked by the Chicago Op*ra Company to sing in “La 
Juive,” he was offered 1,000 dollars a performance; this offer has now 
been increased to 3,000 doliars. The Cantor was not required to appear 
on Sabbaths or Festivals, to shave bis beard, or to appear in “ make-up.” 
In refusing the offer, Mr. Rosenblatt explained that, although “ La Juive” 
was thoroughly Jewish in all respects, and although he saw nothing anti- 
Jewish or anti-religious in singing operatic music, he thought it a trans- 
gression of Jewish tradition for a Cantor to go on the stage. Cantor 
Rosenblatt may appear as Eleazer if “ La Juive” is produced in concert 
form. ' 
Mr. Calvin Coolidge, Vice-President of the United States of America, 
has sent a message to Judge Rosalsky, in connection with the “Joint 
Week” campaign of the Friedlander E ‘ucational Conference, aided by 
the Jewish Education Association.

The Rathenau Trial. 
— 
Mysterious Illness of Prisoners. 


The sudden indisposition of a number of the accused in the Rathenau 
murder trial has caused a sensation in Leipzig, says a Reuter Berlin 
telegram. 

Reports were current on Saturday morning that an attempt had been 
made by extreme Nationalist circles to poison Giinther and Warnecke, 
because their evidence tended to compromise prominent members of 
reactionary associations. On the other hand, there seems reason to 
believe that their illness, which is stated not to be of a serious nature, is 
due merely to their having partaken of chocolate after a meal of herrings, 
An examination of the chocolate is being made by chemical experts. 

Besides Giiutherand Warnecke, Tillesen, Steinbeck, the elder Techow, 
and Plaas, who partook of the chocolate, are also ill. The trial was 
adjourned on Saturday until Monday. 

On the reassembly of the State Court on Monday all the accused were 
present. The presiding judge stated that the symptoms of illness which 
were displayed by a number of the accuse’ on S sturday gave rise to the 
suspicion that an attempt had been made on the health or even on the 
life of one of the accused. As the result, special precautionary measures 
had been taken. Very stringent measures of supervision were exercised 
with regard to all persons entering the court, and the audience was, in 
consequence, reduced to about one-third of its previous size. 

The mystery surrounding the illness of a number of the accused 
after eating chocolates has not yet been cleared up. The well-known 
firm of chocolate manufacturers whose name was on the package deny 
that it emanated from their factory. The matter has been farther com- 
plicated by the fact that five persons in Berlin were seriously poisoned 


after partaking of chocolates alleged to have been manufactured by the 
same firm.—Reuter,

“Numerus Clausus” Law Mitigated. 


Jewish School Raided. 


{From our Correspondent.] VIENNA, 


On bis return from the League of Nations Assembly at Geneva, Count 
Banffy, Hungarian Minister for Foreiga Affairs, made certain arrange. 
ments with Count Kiebelsberg, Minister for Education, for a milder 
application of the nimerus clausus for Jewish students in the Hungarian 
universities. Count Kiebelsberg invited the representatives of the Buda- 
pest Jewish community and of the Jewish students to meet him, and 
assured them that the Government was doing everything possible to act 
in accordance with Count Bauffy’s undertakings to the League. It was 
not possible, however, to abolish the numerus c'ausus law at one stroke, 
so he procured from the representatives a jist of the rejected Jewish 
candidates, for each of whom he wrote a special recommendation to the 
entrance examination body of the high schools. In many cases, this 
recommendation has had the desired effect; but in others it has proved 
abortive, in consequence of the action of Professor Horr, chairman of the 
examination body, who is a notorious anti-Semite. Count Kiebelsberg 
says that this is not the first time Professor Horr bas ignored ministerial 
inst: uctions in matters aff-cting Jews. Nothing, however, is being done 
to obtain a reversal of the Professor's decision. 

At Kisvarda a group of gendarmes entered the Jewish school ona 
Sunday, and suspended all lessons, Legal proceedings were also insti- 
tuted against the teachers for teaching on Sunday, although they produced 
@ permit from the Government to keep the school open on that day. 

The movement for thecxpulston of foreigners from Hungary so far affects 
only Jews and converted Jews. Foreigners who profess other creeds 
are not molested. Jews, on the other hand, even when they can prove 
that they have resided in Hungary for twenty or thirty years, come under 
the order. Five hundred Jews have already received notice to leave 
Budapest. The police refused to exempt persons who produced 
testimonials from influential quarters or proofs of the change of their 
religion. 

‘The students’ riots against the Jews have spread from the Poly- 
technic Institute to the Budapest University. The anti-Semites refuse 
to allow the professors to proceed with their lectures. 


Desecratien of Synagogu 
Anti-Semitism of the “ Rozwoj.” 
[Fr.m our Correspondent] WARSAW. 
‘The protest on the part of Dr. Wigodsky against the seizing of the 


Synagogue at Krasni, reported to you last week, has been fo! by 


further acts of desecration. When it came to the knowledge of the 
military detachment stationed in K:asni that the protest had been made, 
a party of soldiers proceeded to the second synagogue of the town, and 
dug a trench for sanitary purposes immediately outside it. After grext 
eff ts, the officers were persuaded to give orders for the tronecl be 
filled in. Soon after, a s°cond group of suvidiers came to dig up the trench 
again, but were stopped by the Mayor of the town. Later in the d+y, an 
officer entered the synagogue during the service, used obscene languige, 
and assaulted a number of Jews, one of whom was severely wounded. 
The local police, when asked to take proceedings against the officer in 
question, replied that they had no authority t» take action against the 
military. 

Tho notorious auti-Jewish organisation, the Rozwoj, has been very 
active during the Holy Days. In Warsaw and in Chelm red piacirds 
were posted up inthe streets, depictingthe Jews as vermin sucking the 
blood of the Poles, and exhorting the mob to drive all Jews out of 
Poland. The police took no action against the posting of these placards. 

In accordance with the decision of the recent conference of the 


Poles of the Mosaic Faith (Assimilationists) not to contest the elections 


to the Sejm as a separate group, a number of representatives of this 
party now appear on the list of the National Centre Party, on which 
there are also several av»owed anti-Semites. The Jewish cindidate~ on 
this list include Dr. Ignatz Landau, of Cracow, Deputy Dr. Hen ik 
Kalischer, Dr. Puilip Schleicher, of Lemberg, and Deputy Dr. Ignatz 
Steinhaus. 

Deputy Dr. 8. Schipper has, by a unanimous vote, been exciuded from 
the Poale Zion Party. This action has been taken in consequencs of his 
having cousented to stand as one of the candidates on the list 
of the bloc of National Minorities in spite of the decision of the Poale 
Zion not to join the bioc. 


Emigration. 
> 
The Question at the Geneva Labour Conference. 
By M. J, LANDA, 


One of the principal items on the agenda of the fourth Interna 
tional Labour Conference which opens at Geneva next Wednesday, 
is of special importance to Jews. It is that of emigration, and it is 
interesting to note that the British official delegation inc’ udes, as one of 
its advisers, Mr. Haldane Porter, who was Chief Inspector under the 
Aliens Act of 1905. His knowledge of the subject has considerably 
increased since the days when he assisted the late Sir W. Evaus Gordon 
to prepare the case against the alien for the Royal Commission on Alien 
Immigration, and his ex perience is understood to have broadened his vic ws. 

The discussions at the forthcoming C mferevcs will mark another 
dt finite stage in the first serious and scientific effort cf the nations to 
grapp'e with the problems of emigration. The study is an outcome of 
the Peace Treaty. That document apportioned to the International 
Libour Conference, a s ction cf the League of Nations with a se pirate 
Bureau at Geneva, thedu yof considering the prevention of unemploy ment. 
The first Conference, held at Washington in 1919, d cided that the regu'a- 
tion of immigration was a subject coming within its seoepe of work, 
and appointed an Internationa! Commission to report on the subject. The 
Commission, wih Viscount U'lswater (formerly Mr. Speaker Lowther) 
as Chairman, sat in Geneva last year from the 2nd to the llth of Aug»st. 
Its report is a valu«ble document of 162 pages, indicating the immensity 
and difficulties of the matter. Unfortunately, the United States, after 
nominating a delegate, took no part in the Commission, nor is it partici- 
pating in this year’s Conference. America, however, is so vitally concerned 
in the question of emigration that it may be compelled to participate in 
the work of the International Labour Bureau at some future date. It can 
do so without entering the League of Nations; Germany, although not a 
member of the League, is sending delegates to next week's Conference. 

This year’s emigration agenda is in the nature of preliminary work, 
but it seeks to lay the foundation of schemes that will eventually lead to 
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the complete regulation and co-ordination of emigrant traffic in all 

of the world, and will, in due course, cope with of the 
The first task is to standardise statistics, with the object of attaining 
uniformity, and an initial diMculty is to arrive at a universal definition of 
the terms “emigrant” and “immigrant.” A questionnaire submitted to 
the various Governments suggests classification into three age-groups—up 
to 15, from 15 to 55, and above 55; and six occupation groups—agricultural 

unskilled industrial, skilled industrial, commercial, othens, and none. The 
following family classifications are suggested : Single; widowed, divorced 

or separated; married persons emigrating alone: and married couples 
emigrating together or with their children. It is farther suggested that 
the information should be compiled separately for nationals and for 
aliens. Itis pointed out also that the information should be based on 
“ written documents properly drawn up and properly inspected, which 
the emigrant ought to carry with him,’ and to facilitate this, the view is 
expressed that an identity card containing the required information and 
— a necessary details might replace the system of passports 
and visas. 

One of the details discussed by the Commission was th " " 
tine,’’ or, as they might better be termed, ‘' fraudulent,’’ cg Rl ye 
of harpy from which Jewish emigrants have suffered considerably—and 
a resolution was also passed calling for the suitable reception and pro- 
tection of emigrants at ports and frontiers. This would impose on 
England the provision ef receiving halls and emigration homes. Their 
lack in pre-war days when thousands of transmigrants passed through the 
country on their way from the Continent to America was a scandal, and 
led to much needless suffering. Men and women had to wander the 
streets at night, or crowd into unsuitable lodging-houses. Insurance of 
emigrants is suggested in another resolution, and one of exceptional 
import calls for «quality of treatment of foreign and national workers. 

It is a colossal subject, which will, obviously, engage attention for 
years; and since it will affect Jews to a very considerable extent as 
emigration is resumed, it will be imperative for Jewish authorities to 
consider the advisability of securing representation at future conferences 
at Geneva. It would not be out of place to propose to the British Govern- 
ment that one of the “advisers” of the English Delegation should bea 
Jew acquainted with the subject. An adviser may act as deputy fora 
delegate, and in that capacity may both speak and vote. 


Jewish Life in Russia. 


An Important Statement. 


A highly placed Jewish member of the Russian Government recently 
visited London, He communicated to a Russian friend several interesting 
facts relating to Jewish life in Russia and Ukraine. He said that a sharp 
distinction bad to be drawn between Jewish life in the two countries. In 
the latter country, and especially in Moscow, where 200,000 Jews now 
reside, the Jews not only enjoy full rights, but are doing well in 
business too. There are many rich men among them, whose wealth 
amounts to substantial sums, even in pounds and dollars. The case of 
Ukraine is quite otherwise. Nobody can adequately describe the misery 
there. Whereas in Russia the Jews do not reside in the hunger-stricken 
districts, in Ukraine the Jews have to fight famine and massacres. 
However, the decision of the Soviet Government to treat the pogrom 
bandits as assassins, and not as political criminals, enabled it to subject 
them to the most severe punishment permitted by the law. Those 
measures are leading to their gradual! extermination. Reconstruction in 
the Jewish townlets is already on foot. 

The Central Government dislikes the methods of the Jewish Com- 
missariat, and is opposed to the suppression of Jewish culture and 
communal life, for which the Jewish Commissaries alone are responsible. 
I'he action of the Jewish Communists is regarded as petty party politics 
only. Their activities may be suppressed at a later stage, but the 
Central Government has not its hands free at the present juncture to

Full Rights Enjoyed.

The Constitution for Danzig has just been published in the official 
organ of the government. The Constitution accords to the Jews full 
equality and freedom of conscience. The Jewish community is 
empowered to impose on its members a tax for the purpose of defraying 
communal expenditure and forthe upkeep of its institutions. All citizens 
are allowed, when taking an oath, to omit the religious formula.

Urgent Need of Funds. 


The Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society of America, through its Vice- 
President, Mr. Jacob Massel, is issuing an urgent appeal for funds to 
enable it to carry on its work of succour in Central and Eastern Europe, 
The appeal is addressed to past immigrants to whom “ Hias” has given the 
Opportunity of obtaining American citzenship, and who are reminded of 
the assistance formerly rendered to them. Mr. Massel exhorts them to 
remember the motto of the Society—‘‘the immigrant of yester-year pays 
his debt to the immigrant of to-day, knowing full well that the immigrant 
of to-day will pay his debt to the immigrant of to-morrow.” 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
Situation in the Crimea. 


The Federation has received a report on the{situation of the Jewish 
VYamine Sufferers in the Crimea. 

In Rostov alone (it is stated) there are more than four thousand starving 
people walking in the principal streets of the town, entreating every passer-by 


for a piece of bread for themselves and their starving children. In Stavropol 
the Jews are absolutely dying in the streets, as they are getting no relief what- 
ever. Novo Rosisk is getting daily tens of thousands of Jewish refugees, who 
are fleeing from the Crimea. in the three months of the winter at Berdiansk 
the cemetery has absorbed about four thousand Jews, victims of typhus and 
famine. Between twenty and thirty - die there daily, and the dead are 
lying heaped up in tens in the cemetery. ‘There is neither place nor strength to 
bury them. It is essential to open up soup kitchens in all these famine centres. 


In view of this urgent appeal, the Federation has forwarded food to 
the value of £400 to the Committee in Rostov-on-Don for distribution. 


Birmingham. 


The Birmingham Branch of the Federation is organising a clothing 
and money campaign in aid of Jews in the Ukraine. A special appeal, 
signed by Mr. B. Goodman, Chairman of the Branch, has been circulated 
to the members of the local Jewish Community asking them to make up 
parcels of discarded wearing apparel, or to contribute towards the pur- 
chase of an article.— COMMUNICATED. |

Jewish War Victims’ Fund. 
A Graphic Description. 

The Fand for the Relief of the Jewish Victims of the War in Eastern 
Europe has received from Mr. David A. Brown, Chairman of the American 
Appeal Committee, a moving account of the tortures suffered by Jews in 
the Kieff district. 

I have seen (writes Mr. Brown), sickness, starvation, lack of clothing ; 
people huddled together like cattle, children living almost like animals; have 
heard women cry for bread with children in their arms; have been in hospitals 
and seen the terrible conditions there. I visited old people’s homes where they 
were without sufficient clothing or bedding—and so hungry that they cried to 
us individually and collectively; I have seen so much that when I think of it all 
I grow hysterical. 

No matter what you have read in the Press with reference to conditions 
over here, rest assured that it is not being exaggerated. I do not believe it 
possible for any human being to put into cold words the suffering and the tragedy 
of these people. From a little town (Zlatopol) a deputation called on me not 
more than thirty minutes ago, and toid me their story. They had a population 
of 10,000 Jews, but pogroms and starvation took away haif. The remaining 
5,000 are alive to-day, but the bandits are now doing their work against them. 
The deputation told me that from five to seven Jews per day are being k:!led on 
the road in their attempt to make a living. .

APPEAL BY UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN. 


A meeting of the Council of the Union of Jewish Women was held on 
Monday at the residence of Mrs. M. A. Spielman. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ, the President, cave an account of the activities of 
the Union since the last meeting. She said that most of the synagogues 
had passed resolutions in favour of confirmation services for girls, and she 
quoted from a circular issued by the New West End Synagogue which 
was instituting classes for girls desirous of being confirmed, and the 
minister had made an eloquent appeal on behalf of the movement. She 
referred to the movement initiated by the Union to arrange hospitality 
for Jewish overseas students, and to the work of the Union's representa- 
tives on other bodies. The routine work of the Union was very varied, 
and she quoted a case in which the Union had been successful in rescuing 
members of a family in the Ukraine and reuniting them with a relative 
in a small town in Swaziland. 

Mrs. ERNEST LESSER, Treasurer, presented a financial report showing 
a prospective deficit of £28 on the year. A number of ladies present 
offered donations to clear off the deficit. 

Mrs. C. Q. HENRIQUES gave some account of the work of the Loan 
Fund. She stated that the Union would have to institute an enquiry 
with a view to enlarging the number of industrial openings for Jewish 
women. 

Mrs. SPIELMAN said that the hospitality movement for overseas. 
students was progressing. They had received great assistance from Mrs. 
Hertz. They were iu touch with ninety students, and had been able to 
offer private hospitality to a certain proportion. Generous hospitality had 
been given by Sir Robert and Lady Waley Cohen and the Chief Rabbi and 
Mrs. Hertz. She suggested that the ministers in the Dominions should 
be asked to advise periodically as to students coming to England, and she 
appealed for further offers of hospitality. 

Miss HALFORD reported on the meeting of the National Council of 
Women at Cambridge, at which the Union had been represented. 

Mrs. E(ICHHOLZ invited suggestions as to future work. She said that 
it was proposed to establish closer connection with the branches and to 
form a branch in India. She had received a report from Lady Samuel 
inviting the Uaion’s co-operation in the infant welfare work in Palestine. 


Appeal for War Victims’. Fund. 


A general meeting was then held to hear addresses on behalf of the 
War Victims’ Fund. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ said that the large attendance indicated the sym- 
patby felt by Jewish women with the victims of pogroms and famine in 
Eastern Europe. She was sure that they would be anxious to do some- 
thing to alleviate the indescribable misery which existed. 

Mr. OTTO SCHIFF said that it was a matter of vital importance to save 
the communities in Eastern Europe from annihilation. They repre- 
sented the most vital force in Jewry. They had received an urgent tele- 
gram begging Engiish Jews to use their best efforts to help the victims of 
pogroms, who were far more numerous than anyone imagined. There 
were hundreds of thousands of orphans. He acknowledged the assist- 
ance which the Union had already rendered, and suggested that they 
should now support kitchens which might bear the name of the Union. 

Dr. LIBA ZARCHI, a lady doctor from Kieff, gave a heartrending 
account of the sufferings she had witnessed and the terrors which the 
Jewish inhabitants of the pogrom areas had gone through from brutal 
attacks, disease, and famine. 

Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE gave a report on the “schools he had 
visited in Poland. 

After some discussion as to the best meaus of rendering assistance, it 
was resolved to launch a women’s appeal for the support of kitchens in 
the pogrom areas. Lady Sassoon, Mrs. Irwell, Mrs. Tanburn, and Mrs. 
Spielman promised donations of £20 each to start the fund. 

After referring to the meeting reported above, the appeal continues: 

it was felt essential that we women, living under happier conditions, should 
supplement the efforts of the synagogue collections to help the thousands of 
girls and children who are not merely suffering from the tortures of famine, 
pestilence, and pogroms, but are exposed hourly to physical and moral dangers, 
60 terrible, that without succour they will grow up a menace to Judaism. It 
was decided that the Union should raise fands to maintain a kitchen or kitchens 
in Mastern Europe. We are told that £500 will maintain a kitchen for a vear to 
fced 250 persons daily; that one shilling or £2 10s. a year, will feeda child; 
and that the annual sum of £7 approximately wiil maintain an orphan. It is 
urgent that the first kitchen, to be known as the Union of Jewish Women’s 
Kitchen, be opened before the severe weather sets in.

Obituary. 


Proressor HERMANN L. STRACK. 


The death occurred last week in Berlin of Professor Hermann [,. 
Strack, the celebrated Orientalist. Himself a Christian, the deceased 
was one of the most earnest and devoted friends of the Jewish people, 
and a very large part of his activities were devoted to defending Jews 
from anti-Semitic attacks. 

Professor Strack was born in Berlin in 1847, After taking his degree, 
he was appointed tutor ofthe Wilhelm’s Gymnasium, and was afterwards 
attached to the Petrograd Library, where he completed an important 
edition of the Prophetic Books of the Old Testament. In 1577 he was 
chosen as Extraordinary Professor of Theology at the Berlin University. 
He published a large number of works on theology and religious history, 
and was one of the greatest authorities on post-biblical Jewish writings. 
He was a staunch opponent of the spreading of the blood-libel, and was 
the founder and director until his death of the Seminary of the University 
for Post-Biblical Judaism. His memory will long be revered in German 
Jewish circles.

Mr. MONTAGUE GLUCKSTBIN. 


The death last Saturday, at the age of sixty-eight, of Mr. Montague 
Gluckstein, Chairman of J. Lyons and Co., Ltd., removed a well-known 
figure in the business world. Mr. Gluckstein had been in failing health 
for some time, so that his death, though a severe blow to a wide circle 
of friends, was not wholly unexpected. 

The deceased was one of a family of business organisers who created 
huge commercial undertakings of striking success, Even in the lifetime 
of the late Sir Joseph Lyons, Montague Gluckstein was the real force 
behind the firm of J. Lyons and Co. Every new scheme in the Company 
was invariably submitted for his approval before being put into operation. 
He is said also to have had a marvellous memory for faces, and never to 
havo forgotten any of the 40,000 employes who had been employed by 
any of the companies of which he was Chairman. The success of the 
firm was in his mind second only to the welfare of those who served it, 
for he was one of the most considerate of employers. 

Mr. Gluckstein became Chairman of J. Lyons and Co., in 1917, after 
the death of Sir Joseph Lyons. In spite of the amount of work which 
this position entailed, he was interested also in a large number of other 
enterprises, being Chairman of Messrs. Salmon ard Gluckstein (of which 
he was a founder) and the Strand Hotels, Ltd., and a Director of the 
Westminster Electric Supply Corporation, Ltd., the St. James's and Pall

The deceased took no part in communal affairs. Modest and retiring 
to a degree, he shrank from publicity, and asked nothing more than the 
quiet life he passed at his flat at Hyde Park Gate, where his death 
occurred. He leaves a widow, two sons and a daughter. 

The funeral, which took place last Tueday at the cemetery of the 
“ Liberal” Jewish Synagogue, Pound Lane, Willesden, was attended by 4 
very large number of mourners. Rabbi I. Mattuck officiated. Daring 
the funeral there was a complete stoppage of work fora period of two 
minutes at Cadby Hallas a mark of respect to the deceased. In the 
evening Rabbi Mattuck conducted a memorial service at the “ Liberal”

Mr. ISAAC GUGGENHEIM. 


Mr. Isaac Guggenheim, the well-known American financier and 
copper magnate, died suddenly at Southampton on Tuesday at the age 
of sixty-eight. He was in England on a visit and had motored from 
London the previous day to meet a friend who was due to arrive on the 
“Aquitania.” During the night he was seized with illness, which was at 
first thought to be due toindigestion. A doctor was summoned in the early 
morning, but before his arrival, Mr. Guggenheim had died of cerebral 
hemorrhage. His wife and daughter, who were in London and received 
the news by telephone, arrived in Southampton later in the day. 

Mr. Isaac Guggenheim was the eldest of seven brothers, each of 
whom became a millionaire. His father, Mr. Meyer Guggenheim, was a 
German Jew, who, as a penniless youth of nineteen, migrated to America 
in 1355, and rapidly built up a fortune. Isaac Guggenheim was born iu 
Philadelphia in 1554. 
School, he started life as an errand-boy, but his intelligence and his talent 
for business, combined with an inherited capacity for hard work, enabled 
him to acquire a substantial fortune even before he became associated 
with the great firm of M. Guggenheim’'s Sons, in which he later played 
so commandingardle. After the death of Meyer Guggenheim, the firm, 
which in 1901 had merged the smelting and refining branches of the 
business with the American Smelting and Refining Co., became known as 
Guggenheim Brothers. At one time they were joined by the famous 
J. , Morgan and Co, in the formation of the Alaskan Syndicate for 
uniting various companies working salmon fisheries, steamships, rail- 
ways, and other Alaskan industries. Subsequently the combine acquired 
the Bonanza group of copper mines in Alaska, anf it was due to the 
leading part that the deceased took in the development of these and 
other mines that he became known as the “Copper King.” In addition 
to his activities in connection with the firm of Guggenheim Brothers, he 
was a director of the American Smelting and Refining Co., the American 
Smelters’ Securities Co., the Yukon Gold Co., and the Mexican Union 
Railway. He married in 1876 Carrie Sonneborn, of New York. 

Mr, Guggenheim subscribed large sums to Jewish and other charitable 
organisations. He personally gave 100,000 dollars in aid of the building 
of a new general hospital in New York, and Guggenheim Brothers, in 1919, 
gave 250,000 dollars to the Mount Sinai Hospital in New York, making 
altogether 600,000 dollars subscribed by the firm to this institution withiu 
three years. 

The body has been embalmed and will be taken back to New York 
where the interment is to be held. 


THe LATE Curler RABBI Dr. JOSEPH ROSENFELD. 


A TRIBUTE. 

The death of Chief Rabbi Dr. Joseph Rosenfeld, of Czernowitz, which 
was announced in the lastissueof the Jewish Chronicle, removed one of the 
most amiable and prominent teachers and preachers in Europe from our 
midst. This sad loss occurred ata time when his experience and guidance 


were very much needed. The deceased was a descendant of an old and 


well-known family of Rabbis and theological writers. He was born al 
Preis Tadtl on the Waag, in the year 1859, and was a son of Chief Rabbi 
Mayer Rosenfeld, of Miskolez, Hungary. He was the grandson of Chief 
Rabbi Abraham Zwebner, of Kobersdorf, who died in Jerusalem, to which 


After graduating from the Philadelphia High 
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Dr. Rosenfeld studied in the Rabbinical Schools of his father and grand- 
father. Later he attended the Rabbinical Seminary, founded by the late 
Dr. Hildesheimer, at Berlin. He graduated as Doctor of Philosophy at 
the University of Leipzig, and was elected Rabbi ia his native country, in 
Oroshaza (Hungary). He received “calls” to officiate as Chief Rabbi 
in Nyitra, Altona,.and Bodapest. In consequence of the machinations of 
the ultra-Orthodox in the first-mamed place, of the anti-Semitic and 
anti-alien spirit of the Germans in the second-named place, and the 
intolerance in the third-named place, he declined to accept office in 
any ofthem. Dr. Rosenfeld was one of the most eloquent and success- 
full modern orthodox preachers of our time, and held the office of Chief 
Rabbi at Czernowitz during the last thirty years. He was, besides, a real 
guide and teacher to the great Eastern Jewish centre. He was consulted 
by the Government in all matters affecting the welfare of the Jews of 
Bukovina. His intervention and counsel were always listened to by 
the late Austrian as well as by the new Rumanian administrators of the 
country. Daring the war, he was entrusted with the care of the Jews, 
who fied before the retreating and advancing armies of the different 
belligerents. Everywhere that his personality and work were known and 


appreciated, his loss will be deplored. Death brought hi 


THE LATE Mr. BERNARD JACOBY. 
A TRIBUTE. 


In the demise of Mr. Bernard Jacoby, the Sunderland Community has 
suffered the loss of a great communal worker. His death has been a 
great blow not only to the immediate circle of his large and well respected 
family, but also to a larger circle of friends and members of the Con- 
gregation. He was indeed a real pillar of the community, and his passing 
away has created a very profound feeling of sorrow in the town. He was 
a staunch upright Jew who tooka very practical and vital interestin all! syna- 
gogal and communal @ffairs. Mr. Jacoby occupied every position of distinc- 
tion in the Council of the Moor Street Synagogue. He acted as Treasurer 
and President of the Congregation for a considerable number of years, and 
only recently the honour of life membership of the Council was conferred 
npon him as a recognition of his very valuable services. At the time of 
his death he occupied the position of Hon. President of the Chevra 
Kadisha. He was also Treasurer and President of the Board of Guardians 
for a considerable namber of years. As Minister of the congregation, I 
mourn a personal friend. His generosity to the poor was unbounded. 
During the course of my duties I had >pportunities of coming into intimate 
contact with him, and was often deeply impressed with the all-absorbing 
interest he displayed in the welfare of the Synagogue and all the institu- 
tions of the town. He was also highly respected by the non-Jewish 
population, and the touching remarks of a large number of poor people 
who had been recipients of his bounty bore sufficient testimony to his 
cenerosity and his kind-heartedness. It was quite apparent to all that his 
heart and mind were suffased with true Jewish feeling. Of him it may 
truly be said, that during his lifetime he did his duty to his God and to 
bis fellow man.—From the Rey. A. PLAskow, B.A.

Celery Soup (Milk Seup). 
Two heads of*celery. Water, 2 pints. 
Cornfiour, 1 oz A buoch of herbs. 
Milk, ha:f-pint Margarine, 1 oz. 

SCRUB the celery, remove the leaves, and cut ft up. Boil the water, 
and add the celery, herbs, and a little salt, and boil for three-quarters of 
anhour. Kub through a sieve, and return to the saucepan. Mix the 
cornflour with the milk, and add to the contents of the pan, and stir until it 
boils. Simmer for five minutes, then stir in the margarine. Season and 
serve very hot with croutons of fried bread.

BAKE the beetroot in the oven until it is soft. Boil the celeriac until

Melt one ounce of margarine in a small saucepan, stir in the ficur, and 
let it brown ; then gradually stir in half a pint of the water in which the 
celery was boiled, and stir unti) boiling. Add the marmite, season well, 
and pour into the casserole; re-heat and serve iu the casserole.

A Jewish Faculty. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Mr. David Yellin, M.B.E. 


R. DAVID YELLIN may be regarded almost as the 
Jewish Ambassador for Palestine. Outside the Holy 
Land he is probably the best-known member of 
the Yishub. As a Deputy -Mayor of Jerusalem, 
member of the Jerusalem Municipality and President of the Vaad 
Haleumi, and Director of the Teachers’ Seminary, he is in 
Palestine itself a notable figure, but it 1s as an exponent of 
the needs and aspirations of- Jewish 
Palestine that be has rendered most 
valuable service in the outside world, 
As one of the pioneers of the 
development of Hebrew as a living 
language, and one of the most active 
workers in the field of Hebrew 
archwology and science, Mr. Yellin 
is one of the pillars of the Jewish 
National Home on its cultural eide, 
He is at present on a visit to Western 
Europe in order to promote the im- 
mediate establishment of a Jewish 
Faculty, which will form part of 
the projected Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. To a- representative of 
the Jewish Chronicle, Mr. Yellin; 
in the course of an interview, has 
explained the objects of the proposed 
Faculty and the «progress of the 
scheme. 


THE CORNER STONE OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


‘The object of my visit,’’ said Mr. Yellin, ‘‘is to promote the open- 
ing ofa Faculty of Arts as a section of the Jerusalem University, A 
small provisional committee has been formed in Jerusalem for the pur- 
pose of furthering the idea of this section and securing the necessary 
means to enable it to be opened in the shortest possible time. We 
quite recognise that there must be sound economic and political founda. 
tions for the Jewish National Home. But political and economic work 
must proceed in harmony with cultural work. Palestine must not merely 
be a source of material comfort, it must be the spiritual centre of our 
National thought and cosmic outlook. In the forefront of this cultural 
work we have to place all that is specifically Jewish. We appreciate 
the desirability of having an Institute of Medical Research as proposed 
by our friends, the American Jewish physicians; we recognise the 
desirability, too, of a technical college and chemical and physical 
laboratories. Then we have some studies which are special to us as 
Jews—Jewish philosophy and history, the Bible, post-Biblical literature, 
the Talmud, Jewish jurisprudence, tnc Hebrew language and the sister 
languages which have contributed to its vocabulary and structure. All 
these studies are pursued in every civilised country, largely, it must be 
admitted, by non-Jews, and the Chief Rabbi of France was right when he 
declared the other day that the honour of Judaism is at stake in seeing 
that they are pursued also in Jerusalem. 
University were founded in Jerusalem without arrangements being made 


at the very outset for a Jewish Faculty which must be the corner-stone of 
such a University.

IMMOVABLE EAST, 


“The human material for the institution of the Faculty is already 
available in Palestine. We have a large number of young men who have 
finished their secondary education in our Jewish school, and who desire 
to continue their studies in Jewish science. At present they are com. 
pelled to proceed to fo.eign Universities, where they will be far removed 
from the land where the products of their national genius were inspired 
and created. Itis only in Palestine that tnese studies can be satisfac- 
torily pursued, for every spot of the land of Israel illustrates the life, 
customs, and language of our people from immemorial times. ‘The 
Immovable Kast’ still mirrors its own past, and that is why the proposed 
faculty located in Palestine itself will be so valuable. 


A NUCLEUS. 
“A nucleus of the proposed Faculty lies ready to hand. There 
are the various archological institutes, such as the French 


Ecole Biblique, the American Archwological Institute, and the 
British School of Archwology. The opening of the Faculty will 
give a great stimulus to the work of these bodies, and Jewish scholars 
from all over the world will have an opportunity of refreshing and revivi- 
fying their knowledge, while young students who aspire to spiritual 
leadership in the Diaspora will find there both information and inspira- 
tion, Palestine will be enriched with new spiritual and scientific forces 
by the Jewish Professors who will be appointed to the Faculty. It will 
be necessary to bring over a number of eminent Jewish scholars, andI am 
confident that many will be found ready and anxious to impart their 
ee in what will become in time the centre of Jewish knowledge and 
e.

Social Aspect of the Festivals. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


Specially written for the ** Jewish Chronicle.”’ 


“T was glad when they said unto me, Let us go unto the house of 
the Lord.”’—Psalm 1. 


The 122nd psalm is one of a series of pilgrimage songs chanted by 
the Jewish caravans on their way to Jerusalem to celebrate the three 
agricultural feasts. The previous psalm expressed the feelings of some 
contingent of travellers when they first caught sight of the hills surround. 
ing Jerusalem. This one is a Song of Arrival. The pilgrims have 
already reached Jerusalem; they stand within its gates, spelibound by 
the glorious spectacio which the city presents. Its sumptuous stroets, 
its stately palaces, fill them with delight. But its crowning feature of 
grandeur is the Temple, whose magnificence is heightened by its 
position of unrivalled beauty. The effect on the spectator must 
have been profound, and this effect would be more striking 
still in the case of a _ rustic pilgrim who beheld. a_ great 
city for the first time in his life. Then, again, the city and its 
sanctuary would recall many pathetic memories of its past history—how 
from of old the tribes had been accustomed to go up to the city in wh ch 
the traveller now stands, and keep the feasts which he is now observiny, 
He also recalis the glories of the Davidic lines of kings who formeriy 
ruled in Jerusalem, and these memories stir his emotions of loyalty and 
fill him with patriotic pride. And now the fervour of gladness vents 
itself in all kinds of good wishes for the peace and welfare of the centre 
of national life; wishes which embody an allusion to the meaning of the 
name, Jerusalem —city of peace. Here, during the Feast of Tabernacles, 
the Israelite in olden times resided, taking up his temporary abode in tho 
booths with which the streets of the holy city were lined. The time 
would be passed in frequent visits to the Temple, where elaborate 
services were performed by day and by nignt, and in those social 
festivities to which the Levite and the stranger, the widow and the 
fatherless, were invited. 


To these seven days of Tabernacles an Eighth Day was added, It 
was an occasion on which the worshippers met together for the last time, 
and bade farewell to one another. During the festival they had revived 
old friendships and made new ones. Many pleasant hours had been 
passed in intercourse with fellow-Israelites, who only came together at 
such times. On the morrow the vast throng of visitors would scatter ond 
make for their distant homes, carrying with them the memories of this 
holy week and the thought of its cheerful associations to brighten many 
asad hour and to sustain them in their toil, with the hope of renewing 
these happy experiences at the next festival. From which we may infer 
that one great object which these pilgrimage feasts served was the pro- 
motion cf good fellowship and the encouragement of sociability. They 
knit together the tribes of Israel in bonds of brotherhood. They brought 
the Israelites to recognise that they were one people, worshipping one 
God in a central sanctuary, acknowledging one government whose seat 
was in Jerusalem, cherishing common religious ideals, linked together 
by identical memories and hopes. Peace and friendship. brotherhood and 


_ goodwill, are the dominating notes of this 122ad Psalm. 


Nearly 2,000 years have passed since the gathering of the tribes of 
Israel at the central sanctuary. But the festivals have survived its 
destruction. And though they can no longer be regarded as pilgrimage 
feasts, they still serve the purpose of promotirg fellowship and encourag- 
ing sociability. As in the days of old, they help the scattered elements 
of Israel to realise their oneness; they consolidate the community by 
bringing its members face to face with one another. This social aspect 
of the festivals deserves to be recognised as being hardly less important 
than their historical and theological significance. For man is essentially 
a gregarious creature. The love of society is one of the deepest instincts 
in human nature. There are times when we wish to be alone, occasions 
when we would retire into the sanctuary of our private thoughts, hours 
of solitude from which we may derive strength and determination to 
battle with the difficulties of life. But there are also times and seasons 
when we need the society of our fellow-men. Our mind and soul hunger 
forit. Deprive us of it, and our loss is inestimable—it is the loss of air 
and light and food. God has implanted in us an inextinguishable love of 
our kind that finds its satisfaction in the relationship into which we 
enter outside the family as well as in the relationships of the home-circle 
itself. 


As a people we Jews owe more than is generally supposed to the fact 
that in the past we have been thrown almost entirely on each other's 
society. Shut up in ghettos, restricted in our intercourse with the outer 
world, our social feelings bave grown in depth and intensity. We have 
learned to take a peculiar interest in the affairs of our fellow-Jews. But 
the change in our circumstances which modern times have brought 
about, while it is a change for the better, is, like every other change in 
life, not without its drawbacks. We are no longer the sociable people we 
once were. We have lost interest somewhat in our kith and kin. We no 
longer come into personal contact with our poor, the old familiar relations 
are disrupted, and the charity we dispense is less warm-hearted in con- 
sequence, The Succah has survived as a symbol; it is no longer the 
abode for a week in which people receive their friends and dispense a 
genial hospitality. We cannot help regretting the disappearance of these 
social features of Jewish life. And just because we regret this disappear- 
ance, we ought to retain what we can. At least we should see to it that 
our festival celebrations are made the opportunity of maintaining our 
social relations with our community.

SUCCOTH. 


A Musical Festival. 


By ARTHUR M. FRIEDLANDER. 


Perhaps it would be a fair question to ask of the numerous readers of 
the Jewish Chronicle how many are aware of the very great importance 
that was attached to the second evening of this Festival during the time of 
the Temple” A few remarks thereon may help to afford instructive and 
interesting reading to those who happen not to finda place in that category. 
Moreover, there being the probability that a large section of the Jewish 
community do not attend synagogue on the second evening, it may be 
found expedient to quote a few passages from the Festival Prayer-Book 
for that occasion. [| have before me the translation of the late David 
Levi, which is as follows: 

“Oa the second day, it is also indicated to pour 
calleth unto deep, on the Feast of Tabernacies.. 

“With songs they brought the fruit of the fourth year, a day's 
journey, to adorn the streets of Jerusalem on the Feast of Tabernacles. 

“Multitudes went up to Zion with joyful songs in the feast of 
in-gathering at the end of the year on the Feast of Tabernacles. 

“ With the pipe and abundance of other musical instruments they per. 
formed psalms and hymns, on the Feast of Tabernacles. 

“They all rejoiced in song, even with the joyful priests, on the Feast 
of Tabernacles. 

“ They (the four young priests) leaped on high for joy, and in their 
hands bore each of them vessels containing thirty loog of oil, on the Feast 
of Tabernacles. 

“Those who had knowledge of the law, and the wise men of the con. 
gregation, taught them how to bow down in the Temple, on the Feast of 
‘Tabernacles. 


“ The Priests and Levites played on cymbals, and worshipped, and the 
pious men danced, on the Feast of Tabernacles. 

“To separate the men from the women, they made a proper arrange. 
ment, on the least of Tabernacles.” | 

The Jewish Encyclopedia states: ‘‘As enumerated in the Mishnah 
(Suk. iv. i.), the features of the Feast are the following: the Iulab, the 


| willow branch, the “ Hallel” (Pa. cxii. cxviii.), the rejoicing, the sukkah, 


the libation of water, and the flate playing of the festivity connected with 
the libation of water on the second evening of the Feast. 

The libation of water (Suk. iv. 1, 42b), was a ceremony to which creat 
importance was attached. The custom may perhaps be traced to the 
very ancient practice of drawing and pouring out water at religious services, 
as recorded in Sam, vil., 6. 

The festivity of the season attained its height on the evening of the 
first day in the “ simhat bet ha-sho-'ebah.” Of this celebration it is said 
that whoever has not witnessed it, has never seen a real festivity 
(Suk. v.1). Ino the brilliantly illuminated court of the women, before the 
assembled multitude occupying the double gallery erected by the priests 
and Levites, the most prominent Israelites took part in a torch-dance, 
reciting at the same time hymns and songs of praise. Meanwhile on the 
steps of the inner court stood the Levites, singing Psalms cxx-cxxxiv., 
accom panied by various musical instruments. The celebration continued 
till cockcrow, when the two priests at the Micanor gate sounded 
the signal, and the crowd departed. 

Of special interest is the description afforded by the Rabbis of the 
Musical Service in the Temple. VPortaleone in bis monumental work 
“Schilte Haggiborim,” and later Kraus in his “Archeology of the 
Talwud,” having treated thereon, I have culled a few passages from the 
latter author as bearing upon the subject. He states as follows :— 

“The most important descriptions are those of the Daily Sacrilicas, 
of the Festivity of the “ Drawing of the Water” on Succoth, and of the 
Temple Music in general. 

At the Sacrifice there were two silver trumpets by which thero was 
given first “ Tekiih ” (a sound of blowing) then “ Tern4h ” (one of trembling) 
and then another “ Tekiah.” 

After sometime Ben Arsa, a Temple official “bikish” (struck) thecymbal, 
whereupon all the Levites ‘‘dibbier beshir "' (spoke their song). Aftera 
“perek (paragraph) of a Psalm, a blowing was sounded, whereupon the 
people threw themselves down in worship; this sound followed each 
paragraph, and then the people alwaysthrew themselves down + {ter each 
blowing. At the Festival of Drawing the Water the Levites played ona 
special platform formed by fifteen steps of the Temple area, on cithers, 
harps, cymbals, trumpets and numerous other musicalinstruments. They 
did so side by side with two Priestly trumpet blowers, thus forming an 
orchestra, whose performances were interrupted by order of the 
herald sevaral times in the manner described by three-ffold trumpet blow 
ings, as the who train approached nearer and nearer to the Holy Place. 
We learn further that at least two harps were used, the maximum 
number being six, also there were at least two flutes whilst at 
most there were twelve. It is clear that the arrangement of 
the number of the musical instruments to be used was always made 
with the view of securing an artistic whole with respect to the effect of 
the whole orchestra.” 

In concluding this article, it may be well to lay stress on two 
or three points which have engaged my serious attention whilst 
preparing the work I am writing on the “ History of the Music of the 
Hebrews and the Synagogue.” I am strongly of opinion, which | 
have alroady expressed elsewhere, that in the expression “the 
Levites spoke their song” is to be found the key-note, or perhaps 
I should rather say, the sources of Ancien’ Hebrew Song! How are 
we to understand the phraseology ‘“‘spoke their song’’’ Surely it 
means, a musical utterance, in other words ‘'Cantillation.’” Indeed 
to the Jewish race belongs the system of a “ fixed Cantillation”’ 
denoted by the means of ancient musical sigas, which are termed 
ta’'amim. Furthermore, I have tried to prove by musical illustrations 
how some of the music of the early Roman Church was borrowed from a 
species of our ancient Jewish Cantillation. I would also offer the sugges. 
tion that regarding the interpretation of the word “Selah,” to which 
attention bas been given by many eminent scholars without it having 
received, as far as I am aware, any settled definition, that in considera 
tion of the description of the “ Musical Service in the Temple,” where we 
learn that “a blowing was sounded, whereupon the people threw them. 
selves down in worship; this sound followed each paragraph, and then 
the people always threw themselves down after each blowing "—the word 
“Selah” denotes the pause for this function. Regarding the ancient 
traditional music that is rendered in the synagogue at the present day, 
attention should be drawn to the beautiful and impressive melody that is 
chanted to the “ Kaddish” preceding the “Ameedah” to the Musaph 
Service on the Eighth Day of Solemn Assembly. It is Jewish in tone- 


colour, and is probably one of the finest melodies to be found in the 


Liturgy of the Ashkenazic Jews.

we already see our way to obtaining £5,000 per annum. Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild has promised a subscription of £2,000, some Russian friends 
of Mr. Ussishkin £1,000, the Zionist Organisation has voted £1,000 for the 
first year, which we have every reasen to believe will be renewed, and a 
further £1,000 has been promised in Paris. We look to English Jews to 
provide at least £1.000 per annum, and the remainder will be obtained 
from other parts of Europe and the East. We hope that American Jewry 
will found scholarships to enable students to take advantage of the 
facilities afforded by the Faculty. The sum named is intended to provide 
the salaries of the Professors, the rents of suitable premises, equipment, 
and to provide the nucleus of a special library of Semitic studies. We 
have of course the Jewish National Library, and the old Yeshivoth bave 
useful collections, but the Faculty will require its own specialised 
collection, and we hope that many gifts will be forthcoming from English 
Jews.”

CLV~—-DO ENGLISH JEWS REJOICE 
FOR THE TORAH? 
My DEAR COUSIN, | 


In all Jewish communities there wil) bo rejoicing for the Torah on 
Sunday next. In the narrower sense there is reason for the joy. 
The reading and the study of the Torah has been concluded once more. 
and once more the cycle will be recommenced. But in a broader way, ir 
there cause for rejoicing? In particular, have we in this country cause 
for rejoicing for the Torah ? Those only should rejoice who cultivate the 
Torah ; in this country we neglect it. In other lands, during the last five 
or six decades, efforts have been made, more or less successfally, to 
earry on the tradition of Jewish scholarship. In this country no effort of 
the kind was made, and no less an authority than Joseph Jacobs could 
say, ‘‘English Jews have contributed nothing of any consequence tc 
rabbinic scholarship or even to halachic or exegetic learning.” 

True, we have a College for the trainiug of ministers. But Jews’ 
College was from the first intended to turn out communal functionaries 
and nothing else. For many years it did not even make a pretence of 
training its students for the rabbinicaldiploma. it required many a hard 
fight, and a good long time, for this course to be introduced. But even 

then it was only a half-hearted measure. It did not fit into the scheme 
of things. The truth is, the whole plan of Jews’ College was wrong. 
Certainly it provided a want. But it might have done much more. 
Instead of training communal functionaries, it might easily have 
turned out real scholars. There is no gainsaying the fact that no 
Jewish community is in a healthy condition when it does not cultivate 
Jewish learning. Compare the history of Jews’ College with the sister 
institution in Breslau. Both were founded about the same time; the one 
in 1852, the other in 1854. Look on this picture and on that, and Jews’ 
College must be written down a failure. In saying this, no reflection is 
intended either on those who carried out its work as teachers, or on those

English Diarists and the Jews. 


From Mr. Cecil Roth. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Str,—The Rev. Dr. Cohen in his suggestive paper upon the English 
Diarists and the Jews (in the lastJewish Chronicle Supplement) quotes with 


surprise and incredulity Evelyn’s well-known tale of his finding Hebrew 
books buried in the grave of a Rabbi. The custom, however, is anything 
but unknown to Jewish practice, modern as well as aucient. Withont 
referring to the usual authorities or burrowing into the obscurities of 
history, an instance may be quoted which occurred barely six months 
ago. Atthe burial of the late Rabbi Margulies of Fiorence, a Sepher 
Torab no longer in use was put into the grave “ by the side of the mortal 
remains of him who was 80 great an interpreter of the Book” (‘“ Israe),” 
15th Adar, 5682). 

Had Dr. Cohen cared to pursue his investigations into less-known 
paths, he would have found in the letters of a “Lady of Quality,” who 
visited America in the second half of the eighteenth century (recently 
published, 1 believe, by the Yale University Press), areference of peculiar 
interest, as showing the popular mentality at even so late adate. Calling 
at the island of St. Thomas—(I quote from memory)—sbe was “ curious 
to see two Jews who came on board our vessel, for I had never seen any 
before. icould not forbear to shudder at the sight of these wretched 
creatures,” whom, however, she found (somewhat to her disappointment) 
not so very different from the generality of mankind. Thomas Hearne 
and his contemporaries, and especially Lady Mary Wortley Montague, 
also supply a fund of interesting material.

with its somewhat narrow plan and not very high ideal. 

Of late years, there has been a stirring of the dry bones, and thinking 
people in this country have come to realise that Jews’ College must under- 
go a complete change. Above all, its aim must be different. it must 
devote itself to the cultivation of scholarship. For lack of knowledge a 
people dies; and for Jews in particular knowledge is as the breath of 
their nostrils. The Jewish War Memorial rightly devoted its attention to 
the institution in Queen’s Square. What was the result? An impossibie 
scheme which, intended as a compromise to suit all parties, will really 
satisfy none. The scheme adopted was destined to failure from the very 
tirst by reason of its impracticability. The main question that presents 
itself in connection with the scheme is that of the staff. Will there be a 
special staff for the Academy, or will the staff of the College proper also 
teach in the Academy? Ifitis intended that the College staff shall run 
the Academy, how will they find time to do so? They are already over- 
worked. Besides, members of the staff of Jews’ College should be 
allowed abundant leisure for research. If, on the other hand, it is 
proposed to appoint a new staff for the Academy, it stands to reason that 
the teachers will inevitably be regarded as a sort of subsidiary staff to 
the College. This won't do, for the Academy would tend to be looked 
upon as a sort of appendage to the College proper, and inevitably it would 
be discovered that there was no need for the Academy at all. 

The time has come to take a serious view of this great problem, 
which vitally affects the future of Anglo-Jewry. During the last half- 
century modern Jewish scholarship flourished in Germany. But in con- 
quence of the present economic crisis, Jewish scholarship in Germany is 
about tofall onevildays. Shall, therefore, Jewish scholarship be allowed 
to decline? An impossible thought. When the Jewish State came to an 
end, it was the great object of the leaders of those days to preserve 
Jewish scholarship, for they realised that scholarship, learning, know- 
ledge, isthe very soul of Judaism. It is no different to-day. 16 we allow 
Jewish scholarship to decay, it will be at our own peril. Fortunately, 
the position is being realised in America. To the three existing centres 
of Jewtsh study there bas now been addeda fourth, in Dr. Stephen Wise’s 
Institution, where, I believe, all aspects of Jewish thought wil! be given 
an opportunity of expressing themselves. A platform will there be pro- 
vided for Orthodox, Moderates, and Progressives alike. The Institution 
already possesses an excellent nucleus for a library in the Dr. Brann 
collection, which, shame to our lassitude, was taken to America when it 
might bave been ours. I understand also that Dr. Wise has a goodly 
number of students, and that in order to augment the teaching of his own 
staff he has travelled to Europe to win the co-operation of European 
scholars in the work of planting the seeds of Jewish learning in his 
institution. If I am rightly informed, Professor Eibogen, of Berlin, 
Dr. Perles, and Dr, Israel Abrahams have consented to be the first three 
visiting lecturers to participate in the work. 

Anglo-Jewry should not be slow to read the signsof the times. It has 
a two-fold duty in this matter—the daty to Jewry as a whole, and the 
duty to itself. Since Jewish scholarship has fallen on evil days in 
Germany, Anglo-Jewry, like American Jewry; must stretch out a helping 
hand to keep it alive and euable it to thrive and prosper in the fature. 
But to itself it owes a still greater duty, seeing that it must provide for 
its own spiritual needs. A determined effort is necessary. The past and 
its bad traditions must be forgotten. Thei whole community must pull 
together to make Jews’ College the centre of Jewish scholarship iu 
England. The curriculum must be extended to inclade all branches of 
Jewish learning. To the study of the Talmud and the Posekim must be 
added intensive study of Jewish philosophy. Jewish history, the Bible, 
and what may roughly be termed Jewish ‘“‘culture.’’ Af present the 
College is in the fortunate position of having a Principal who not only 
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enjoys a European reputation for scholarship, but is also a man able to 
impress his personality om students. In its present tutors it has the 
nucleus of an excellent staff. We might follow the admirable example 
of Dr. Stephen Wise and give a call, either temporary or permanent, to 
famous scholars from the Continent to teach within the portals of our 
own College. The ideal of the rejuvenated institution must be, without 
question, simply to cultivate Jewish scholarship in all its aspects. There 
should be freedom of teaching and freedom of learning. There should be 
cultivated the broadest possible outlook. There should be no test of any 
kind. All those who wish to learn should bo encouraged to do so. 

Bat what of the supply of future ministers? it will be asked. The 
answer is simple. Those students of the College who desire to adopt the 
career of a minister, or better still, of a Rabbi, will obtain the necessary 
training within the College walls. Naturally they will realise that before 
being appointed to any position, they will need a certificate of fitness 
from the Chief Rabbi. They will therefore see to it that their life and 
conduct are such as to satisfy the Chief Rabbi of the day. But that 
should not be the main consideration in the work of the College. The 
main consideration should be research and instruction in Jewish learning 
toall who wish to become acquainted with it. There must be many 
Jewish undergraduates of the various Colleges connected with the 
University of Londen who would take up coursesat the College. In these 
days of adult education, it may be expected that there would be numbers 
of plain, ordinary Synagogue seat-holders who would likewise attend 
some courses at least atthe Colleges. I venture to suggest that at the 
present moment there is a great thirst for Jewish knowledge in quarters 
where it might perhaps be least expected. Jews and non-Jews are 
interested in Jewish history, Jewish beliefs, and Jewish thought. It 
would be part of the work of the College to cultivate this popular side as 
well as the strictly learned side of Jewish Studies. 

There are no alternatives in this question, and the old Jews’ College 
cannot go on much longer. Its ideals were never very high ; to-day they 
are played out. Moreover, it is nothing short of ridiculous to carry on the 
institution with eight students. So small a number must take the heart 
ont of the teachers and have a narrowing influence on the students them. 
selves. The Council of the College must realise this. Itisnot a question 
of Orthodoxy or Reform; it is not a question of satisfying the require. 
ments of those who call themselves Traditional Jews, or those who style 
themselves Liberals. Above these party dissensions is the call of our 
co nmon Judaism, and unless this is cultivated, the parties themselves 
wii! quickly die, because their life-blood will be driedup. Both Orthodox 
and Reformers must realise that where Jewish learning is concerned there 
can be no party divisions. All who study the Jewish spirit must be 
acyuainted with its history, must cultivate the Hebrew language as a 
vehicle in which that spirit has expressed itself, must be acquainted with 
the Talmud and later Rabbinic literature, must know something of the 
trend of Jewish thought in the past and its tendencies in the present. 
They must even read the Higher Critics, but they must also be taught 
how to meet their arguments. The new Jews’ College must become a 
busy hive for teachers and learners; its excellent library must cease 
to be a book cemetery; and the College must be given an organ for 
publishing the results of its researches and its contributions to the 
advancement in learning. To-day, before an essay from the pen of a 
member of the staff can be published, it is considered by a body of people 
who are in no position to pass judgment upon it; its length is measured 
with a six-inch rule; and in the end someone must needs go on a begging 
expedition for the means to pay for its publication. That is not the way 
to encourage learning. The College staff itself must have the right to 
decide what to publish, and in what form. This freedom of action 
should characterise every department of life in the re-constituted College, 

Away with compromise! Away with the Academy! The Anglo- 
Jewish community needs a College of which it cam be proud. It needsa 
College which shall open its doors to all-comers. The ancient Colleges 
in Palestine and Babylon imposed no tests; and all Jews were given an 
opportunity to come and learn, and to contribute what they were able to 
the work of searching out truth. Liberty of learning and liberty of teach. 
ing are two fine Jewish ideals. Let them be adopted in Anglo-Jewry. 

It is no argument to say that a number of Yeshibot flourish in our 
midst. These are merely cramming schools for Talmud; of scientific 
method and largeness of view they do not pretend to have any compre- 
hension; and it is pretty certain that their teachers are not competend 
to handle modern problems in a modern way. ‘They do no harm, but the 
community cannot look to them for its spiritual requirements. They are 
broken reeds. Something larger in connection is wanted. 

The only question is that of material means for conducting the 
College. Iam convinced that if the picture of a new College were pre- 
sented to the community, if its importance were properly brought home 
to all and sundry, if Jews were made to realise that man does not live by 
bread alone, Jews’ College would receive ample means for its cxistence 
and growth. It might even be possible to stir the imagination of some 
wealthy folk in our midst to revive the spirit of the “pious founders” of 
old. Already the present College possesses a number of legacies, and 
these, together with the generous grants from the funds of the Jewish 
War Memorial, should provide a sufficiently large sum for turning the 
College into a first-class institution for the cultivation of Jewish learning. 
The question of money need not frighten us. What we need is a good 
cause. Jews’ College, as it is at present, can hardly be said to stand for a 
good cause. Nor is it of any use to tinker about withit. The time has 
come for finishing with the bad tradition for which it stands. The 
building, the staff, and the library might certainly be used for a new 
Jews’ College. In the interests of Anglo-Jewry, nay, in the interests of 
the whole of Jewry, it is to be hoped that the present governing body will 
wake up to the needs of the times and be the first to demand the estab- 
lishment of a new College for the training not only of ministers, but also 

of wardens learned in Jewish lore. When that day dawns, and not 
before, we in this community shall have reason to rejoice for the Torah.

A “Clean Heart” and “The Proper Spirit.”

This pubpit address was delivered at the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, on Sabbath, October 7th, the first day of 
Tabernacles by the Rabbi Dr. Gollancz, who is Vice- 
President and Treasurer of the National Council of 
Public Morals. The Sermon was spoken in connection 
with the forthcoming Congress of that body. 


The Jew. from earliest childhood, is taught to address his God in his 
daily morning prayer as follows: “0, my God, the soul which Thou didst 
put in me is pure: Thou didst create it, Thou didst form it, Thou didst 
breathe it into me, and dost preserve it within me; and Thou wilt, in 
the future, take it from me, in order to restore it unto _ me in the time 
which is to come.” 

The child is father to the man, and man himself is a mierocosm, an 
epitome of the world. If man would but preserve his child-like 
simplicity, his innocence, his purity of soul, that soul breathed into him 
at creation, what a different aspect would the world, as a whole, present 
from that with which we are lamentably familiar! Itis the unit which, 
in the aggregate, influences the mass, and the world in the aggregate is 
what the unit makes it. 

Why not, dear friends, learn from Nature herself the various lessons 
which she incidentally teaches us’ Each season makes its special appeal 
to us; each season has , 


A Different Lesson to Impart 


tous. If we would but heed the warning, and bethink ourselves while it 
be yet time! While the spring-time of the year inspires us with fresh 
hope and activity, the autumn fills us with thoughts of seriousness and 
reflection. 

The Feast of Tabernacles, which we begin to celebrate to-day, 
occurring in the fall of the year, has many a message to address to the 
members of a community—both to the younger and older portions of it. 
To the young it says: Now that you have enjoyed the summer season of 
recreation and amusement, now that you have inhaled Nature's invigo- 
rating specific, the ozone of the sea or the mountain, ‘tis time for you to 
think of the duties which await you in the school and in your home, to 
help equip you, as years go on, with that knowledge, with that mental 
and moral training, without which you cannot succeed in life. 

To the older section of the community, autumnal thoughts are, 
perhaps, not without a tinge of sadness; they may even bring depression 
and remorse with them, reminding of work left undone. of wishes unful- 
filled, of disappointments deep and bitter, and of secret plans which seem 
now scarcely capable of ever being realised. And so for the larger world 
of man, for the earth and all its inhabitants, there are 

Times and Seasons of Awakening, 


occasions for depression and remorse, opportunities for reflection and 
serious thought, when judgments have to be passed upon experiences 
once endured, when failings and abuses of which the world had been 
guilty, and for which it had suffered tribulation, have to be remedied, 
when commonsense has to take the place of opportunism, and the eternal 
principles of righteousness and purity have to reassert themselves, enter- 
ing once again into the foundations of a people, and thereby lifting it up 
and exalting it to take its proper place in the economy of the universe— 
physical, social, and spiritual. 

All the concomitant ceremoniais of our Tabernacle Festival point a 
moral, while they adorn the Feast. The various species with which we 
are bidden to “rejoice seven days before the Lord—the palm-branch, the 
citron, the myrtle, and the willow ” (Leviticus xxiii., 40), held together as 
they are in closest union, have each some message which it addresses to 
every being on earth. 

The palm-branch, towering on high, bids the world direct its gaze 
heavenward, and not sink itself in the dust of materialism. The citron, 
possessing both appearance and perfume, reminds the world that its 
actions should be as correct as they appear, so that the perfume of good 
repute shall attach tothem. The myrtle leaf speaks to 

An Overbearing World: 


Look not askance at the smaller creations of Nature, for they, too, may 
be of service to man, and help the larger to prevail; whilst the willow of 
the brook, hanging its head and drooping, is eloquent in its denunciations, 
biushing, as it were, for the grosser sins of huwanity, of which the world 
stands convicted. 

Surely the prophet of old might have bidden” the corporate: world, as 
well as the individual man or woman, utter the prayer: “Create in me a 
clean heart, O God; and renew within me the proper spirit.” (Psalm li., 10). 
’ And how necessary, vitally imperative, is such an attitude for the 
_ worid of to-day! The prayer for the clean heart, the aspiration to have 
the proper spirit renewed within it, the yearning after the simple and 
natural ways of living and acting, the desire for the soul of the world to 
have restored to it some of the purity and cleanness which it had in the 
_ hour of creation, before it was tainted with the unnatural and degrading 

quests of the baser elements in man. 
More naturalness and simplicity, less artificiality and make-believe, 


_ is what the world stands in need of to-day. The simple “ tabernacle,” not 


the lordly mansion, is the symbol of the Feast; frail, it is true, in its 
structure, strong enough if buoyed up and held together in faith. 


Let the world heed the lesson; and when its inhabitants deal with 
one another, and when one nation deals with the other, when statesmen 
deliberate with one another, let 


Natural Truth and Simple Ways, 


not dishonest diplomacy and secret handling, be the order of the day ; let 
not self-interest and the grasping spirit, let not party viewsand malicious 
criticism influence the press and people of any country, and so drag 
both the people and its ruler to ruin. Had such been the rules of conduct 
followed by the world, would the disastrous War, the effects of which it 
still feels so acutely, ever have been possible? War is abominable; it 
destroys the moral ideal of life; it is the brand of Cain upon the face of 
the world. And it is, dear brothers and sisters, with the object of 
bringing home to the world its grievous errors in the past, and the need 
for changing its policy in its future, that an International Congress is 
about to be held in the metropolis during the week beginning on the 15th 
inst. Its programme, summed up in a line, is: *‘ The reaffirmation of the 
world’s moral ideal.’ It tells itsown tale; itis to reclaim that which 
the nation has lost—not material possessions or worldly goods, nor even 
earthly territory, but the high ideals which, at one time, influenced the 
the world, and which are gradually passing from it. 

“For years past the National Council of Public Morals has been 
focussing thoughtful attention on the grave issues connected with the 
purity of the individual, the integrity of the home, the health of the 
community, and the regeneration of the race,” and this not only in its 
national, but in its international aspect. 

The purpose of this 

International Congress 


which it has convened, to be attended by representatives of various 
countries, experts in the matters to be discussed, is to bring into line the 
best spirits of the world, who see the need for the world’s regener- 
ation, and are ready to lend a helping hand in the great task cf leading it 
back to some of those salutary truths of holy living and holy doing, to a 
higher moral and spiritual atmosphere, to samer and purer metbods of 
life, and to a keener sense of individual and national responsibility. 

This is the supreme need of the present time, after the convulsions 
ot the past years of trial; and no better safeguard, nor surer guarantee, 
can be devised for the peace and renewed happiness of the world. 

The motto of some special Sanatoria on the continent, giving dis- 
tinctive treatment to its patients, runs thus: “Turn ye back to Nature!” 
How well for the world as a whole if it heeded this principle, and 
returned to the natural laws of life and action; if it heeded the voice of 
Religion, which is breathed into man when his soul is created and 
formed within him in the hour of birth; if it recovered itself before this | 
inspiration became stifled and choked out of existence by earthly and 
unnatural influences, by unholy pursuits and impure ambitions! 

How true it is that “ We are passing through one of 


The Greatest Revolutions in‘History ; 


for, in the reaction from the war's nightmare, the world is deceiving 
itself by false ideals, subversive of the essential conditions of a well- 
ordered life of security and{happiness. Here, then, is the moment when 
leaders of thought throughout European nations might step in, and by 
discussion and concerted action help to fight the menace of a common 
peril which threatens, if unchecked in time, the disintegration of the 
world. Here, too, is the cause in which representatives of peoples of all 
religious denominations have an equal interest, and should give their full 
share of assistance. Whocan stand coldly by and witness the old Jand- 


’ marks of morality and religion disappearing, the social relations between 


men and women changed for the worse, the standard of womanhood 
lowered, the responsibilities of parenthood evaded—in fine, a general 
absence of the sense of obligation and reverence in allthings? Let no 
man or woman who has the power and influence fail to help to bring 
about a better state of affairs inthe present condition of the world which, 
alas, is one of moral deterioration. 

“God, that He may not mar the fair appearance of free-will, permits 
the frightful ravages of evil to waste his beautiful domains. The great 
Creator we behold not: He veils Himself within His own eternal laws. 
The sceptic seeing their working, but beholding not Him, cries: ‘ Where+ 
fore a God? The world suifices for itself.’ ” 

No, itdoes not. “There is a divinity that shapes our ends, rough- 
hew them how we will.” We cannot define that divinity, we cannot 
know its essence, but 

Our Inner Consciousness 


tells us that it is there—above human limitations and definitions, beyond 
mortal ken and apprehension—above me, around me, beside me. 
‘Whither can I go from Thy spirit, or whither can I flee from Thy pre- 
sence? IfIascend into heaven, Thou art there; orif I make the grave 
my bed, Thou artthere. If I take the wings of the morning and dwell in 
the uttermost parts of the sea, even there shall Thy hand lead me, and 
Thy right hand shall hold me. IfI say, let deep darkness cover me, and 
the light about me be night, even the darkness darkeneth not from Thee.” 
(Psalm cxxxix). Indeed, “the soul which Thou, O God, didst create and 
form and place within me, and which Thou preservest unto me,” is ever 
conscious of Thy Being and Thy presence about me. 

Therefore, brethren, conscious of the eternity of God's laws of 
morality and righteousness, trustful that the soul of the world may yet 
be restored by human intervention and Heaven’s blessing toa higher 
state of purity and cleanness, we commend the forthcoming Congress, 
convened for the purpose of re-affirming the world’s moral ideal, to the 
notice of all who have the welfare of mankind at heart, believing, with 
the German master-mind, that ‘“ there are moments in life in which circum- 
stances, like winged shuttles, move backward and forward before us, and 
ceaselessly finish the web, which we ourselves, more or less, have spul 
and put upon the loom.” 


So be it in our case with the work in hand, Amen!

The filming of congregations assembled in synagogiies on Rosh 
Hashanah and Yom Kippur has aroused indignation in orthodox circles, 
and your strictures on those who permitted it have been greatiy 
appreciated in the Last End. Even in less orthodox circles thére is much 
feeling against such new and desecrating methods. For it is regarded as 
nothing less than desecration that such holy occasions should be exploited 
for the screens. One Yiddish daily, in protesting against such unheard 
of proceedings, remarks, that while hesitating to describe it as a Chilut 
Hashem one cannot help feeling disgusted with those who allowed the 
filming of the services. The Jews have nothing to conceal, the paper 
remarks, of what is going on in the synagogue, but to “screen” 
the services of the holy days with a viow of providing items of interest 
for the “trade,” is nothing short of a scandal. It means nothing less than 
reducing that which Jews regard as most holy to such topics of the day 
as boxing, football, and other sporting matters. One hopes that your 
protest and the protests in other quarters will prevent the repetition of 
such unseemly proceedings.

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The World’s Moral Ideal. 


A “Clean Heart” and “The Proper Spirit.’ 


By RABBI PROFESSOR 


Dr. HERMANN GOLLANCZ, M.A. 


This pubpit address was delivered at the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, on Sabbath, October 7th, the first day of 
Tabernacles by the Rabbi Dr. Gollancz, who is Vice- 
President and Treasurer of the National Council of 
Public Morals. The Sermon was spoken in connection 
with the forthcoming Congress of that body. 


The Jew. from earliest childhood, is taught to address his God in his 
daily morning prayer as follows: “O, my God, the soul which Thou didst 
putin me is pure: Thou didst create it, Thou didst form it, Thou didst 
breathe it into me, and dost preserve it within me; and Thou wilt, in 
the future, take it from me, in order to restore it unto me in the time 
which is to come.” 

The child is father to the man, and man himself is a mierocosm, an 
epitome of the world. If man would but preserve his child-like 
simplicity, his innocence, his purity of soul, that soul breathed into him 
at creation, what a different aspect would the world, asa whole, present 
from that with which we are lamentably familiar! Itis the unit which, 
in the aggregate, influences the mass, and the world in the aggregate is 
what the unit makes it. 

Why not, dear friends, learn from Nature herself the various lessons 
which she incidentally teaches us’ Each season makes its special appeal 
to us; each season has 


A Different Lesson to Impart 


tous. if we would but heed the warning, and bethink ourselves while it 
be yet time! While the spring-time of the year inspires us with fresh 
hope and activity, the autumn fills us with thoughts of seriousness and 
reflection. 

The Feast of Tabernacles, which we begin to celebrate to-day, 
occurring in the fall of the year, has many a message to address to the 
members of a community—both to the younger and older portions of it. 
To the young it says: Now that you have enjoyed the summer season of 
recreation and amusement, now that you have inhaled Nature's invigo- 
rating specific, the ozone of the sea or the mountain, ‘tis time for you to 
think of the duties which await you in the school and in your home, to 
help equip you, as years go on, with that knowledge, with that mental! 
and moral training, without which you cannot succeed in life. 

To the older section of the community, autumnal thoughts are, 
perhays, not without a tinge of sadness; they may even bring depression 
and remorse with them, reminding of work left undone, of wishes unful- 
filed, of disappointments deep and bitter, and of secret plans which seem 
now scarcely capable of ever being realised. And so for the larger world 
of man, for the earth and all its inhabitants, there are 

Times and Seasons of Awakening, 


occasions for depression and remorse, opportunities for reflection and 
serious thought, when judgments have to be passed upon experiences 
once endured, when failings and abuses of which the world had been 
guilty, and for which it had suffered tribulation, have to be remedied, 
when commonsense has to take the place of opportunism, and the eternal 
principles of righteousness and purity have to reassert themselves, enter- 
ing once again into the foundations of a people, and thereby lifting it up 
and exalting it to take its proper place in the economy of the universe— 
physical, social, and spiritual. 

All the concomitant ceremoniais of our Tabernacle Festival point a 
mora!, while they adorn the Feast. The various species with which we 
are bidden to “rejoice seven days before the Lord—the palm-branch, the 
citron, the myrtle, and the willow ” (Leviticus xxiii., 40), held together as 
they are in closest union, have each some message which it addresses to 
every being on earth. 

The palm-branch, towering on high, bids the world direct its gaze 
heavenward, and not sink itself in the dust of materialism. The citron, 
possessing both appearance and perfume, reminds the world that its 
actions should be as correct as they appear, so that the perfume of good 
repute shall attach tothem. The myrtle leaf speaks to 

An Overbearing World: 


Look not askance at the smaller creations of Nature, for they, too, may 
be of service tc man, and help the larger to prevail; whilst the willow of 
the brook, hanging its head and drooping, is eloquent in its denunciations, 
blushing, as it were, for the grosser sins of humanity, of which the world 
stands convicted. 

Surely the prophet of old might have bidden"the corporate: world, as 
well as the individual man or woman, utter the prayer: “Create in me a 
clean heart, O God; and renew within me the proper spirit.” (Psalm li., 10). 

And how necessary, vitally imperative, is such an attitude for the 


world of to-day! The prayer for the clean heart, the aspiration to have 


the proper spirit renewed within it, the yearning after the simple and 


_ Ratural ways of living and acting, the desire for the soul of the world to 


have restored to it some of the purity and cleanness which it had in the 
hour of creation, before it was tainted with the unnatural and degrading 
quests of the baser elements in man. 

More naturalness and simplicity, less artificiality and make-believe, 


_ is what the world stands in need of to-day. The simple “ tabernacle,” not 


the lordly mansion, is the symbol of the Feast; frail, it is true, in ite 
structure, strong enough if buoyed up and held together in faith. 


Let the world heed the lesson; and when its inhabitants deal with 
one another, and when one nation deals with the other, when statesmen 
deliberate with one another, let 


Natural Truth and Simple Ways, 


not dishonest diplomacy and secret handling, be the order of the day ; let 
not self-interest and the grasping spirit, let not party viewsand malicious 
criticism influence the press and people of any country, and so drag 
both the people and its ruler to ruin. Had such been the rules of conduct 
folléwed by the world, would the disastrous War, the effects of which it 
still feels so acutely, ever have been possible? War is abominable; it 
destroys the moral ideal of life; it is the brand of Cain upon the face of 
the world. And it is, dear brothers and sisters, with the object of 
bringing home to the world its grievous errors in the past, and the need 
for changing its policy in its future, that an International Congress is 
about to be held in the metropolis during the week beginning on the 15th 
inst. Its programme, summed up in a line, is: ‘‘ The reaffirmation of the 
world’s moral idea).’’ It tells itsown tale; itis to reclaim that which 
the nation has lost—not material possessions or worldly goods, nor even 
earthly territory, but the high ideals which, at one time, influenced the 
the world, and which are gradually passing from it. 

“For years past the National Council of Public Morals has been 
focussing thoughtful attention on the grave issues connected with the 
purity of the individual, the integrity of the home, the health of the 
community, and the regeneration of the race,” and this not only in its 
national, but in its international aspect. 

The purpose of this 

International Congress 


which it has convened, to be attended by representatives of various 
countries, experts in the matters to be discussed, is to bring into line the 
best spirits of the world, who see the need for the world’s regener- 
ation. and are ready to lend a helping hand in the great task cf leading it 
back to some of those salutary truths of holy living and holy doing, to a 
higher moral and spiritual atmosphere, to saner and purer methods of 
life, and to a keener sense of individual and national responsibility. 

This is the supreme need of the present time, after the convulsions 
of the past years of trial; and no better safeguard, nor surer guarantee, 
can be devised for the peace and renewed happiness of the world. 

The motto of some special Sanatoria on the continent, giving dis- 
tinctive treatment to its patients, runs thus: “Turn ye back to Nature!” 
How well for the world as a whole if it heeded this principle, and 
returned to the natural laws of life and action; if it heeded the voice of 
Religion, which is breathed into man when his soul is created and 
formed within him in the hour of birth; if it recovered itself before this 
inspiration became stifled and choked out of existence by earthly and 
unnatural influences, by unholy pursuits and impure ambitions! 

How true it is that “ We are passing through one of 


The Greatest Revolutions in‘History 


for, in the reaction from the war's nightmare, the world is deceiving 
itself by false ideals, ‘subversive of the essential conditions of a well- 
ordered life of security and happiness. Here, then, is the moment when 
leaders of thought throughout European nations might step in, and by 
discussion and concerted action help to fight the menace of a common 
peril which threatens, if unchecked in time, the disintegration of the 
world. Here, too, is the cause in which representatives of peoples of all 
religious denominations have an equal interest, and should give their full 
share of assistance. Whocan stand coldly by and witness the old Jand- 
marks of morality and religion disappearing, the social relations between 
men and women changed for the worse, the standard of womanhood 
lowered, the responsibilities of parenthood evaded—in fine, a general 
absence of the sense of obligation and reverence in all things? Let no 
man or woman who has the power and influence fail to help to bring 
about a better state of affairs inthe present condition of the world which, 
alas, is one of moral deterioration. 

“God, that He may not mar the fair appearance of free-will, permits 
the frightful ravages of evil to waste his beautiful domains. The great 
Creator we behold not: He veils Himself within His own eternal laws. 
The sceptic seeing their working, but beholding not Him, cries: ‘ Whereé« 
fore a God? The world suifices for itself.’ ” 


No, itdoes not. “There is a divinity that shapes our ends, rough- 
hew them how we will.” We cannot define that divinity, we cannot 
know its essence, but 

Our Inner Consciousness 


tells us that it is there—above human limitations and definitions, beyond 
mortal ken and apprehension—above me, around me, beside me, 
“Whither can I go from Thy spirit, or whither can I flee from Thy pre- 
sence? If Iascend into heaven, Thou art there; orif I make the grave 
my bed, Thou art there. If I take the wings of the morning and dwell in 
the uttermost parts of the sea, even there shall Thy hand lead me, and 
Thy right hand shall hold me. If I say, let deep darkness cover me, and 
the light about me be night, even the darkness darkeneth not from Thee.” 
(Psalm cxxxix). Indeed, “the soul which Thou, O God, didst create and 
form and place within me, and which Thou preservest unto me,” is ever 
conscious of Thy Being and Thy presence about me. 

Therefore, brethren, conscious of the eternity of God's laws of 
morality and righteousness, trustful that the soul of the world may yet 
be restored by human intervention and Heaven’s blessing to a higher 
state of purity and cleanness, we commend the forthcoming Congress, 
convened for the purpose of re-affirming the world’s moral ideal, to the 
notice of all who have the welfare of mankind at heart, believing, with 
the German master-mind, that “ there are moments in life in which circum- 
stances, like winged shuttles, move backward and forward before us, and 
ceaselessly finish the web, which we ourselves, more or less, have spaa 
and put upon the loom.”

BRITISH PLAN_WITHDRAWN. 


A Reuter telegram sent from Geneva on Thursday of last week says: 


At the extraordinary session of the Council of the Leigue, which was 
held here to-day, the Earl of Balfour annouaced that Great Britain with- 
drew its memorandum with regard tothe establishment of a committee of 
investigation into the titles of the various religious communities in 
Palestine in respect of the Holy Places. This decision had been taken in 
view of the diversity of political and religious interests and of the rival 
claims of the various communities, which rendered an immediate 
solution of the difficulties impossible. Lord Balfour, however, requested 
bis colleagues on the Council to exert their efforts to overcome the diffi- 
culties, and expressed the hope that it would soon be possible to reach a 
general understanding on the subject. The representatives of France, 
Italy, and Spain thanked Lord Balfour and undertook to do their utmost 
to arrive at a settlement. |

Many prominent Zionists have been arrested 
in Miosk and Moscow, including Mr. Amdursky, who, after having been 
arrested in the former town, was brought to Moscow for trial. Several 
Zionists have fled to avoid arrest. Ruwours are current that the Govern- 
ment intends to start proceedings on a large scale against Zionists, on 
the charge that Zionists are incriminated in anti-State activity. it is 
believed that these steps are being taken in accordance with the desire 
of the Jewish Communists. 

The Yiddish Communist paper, the Eimess, of Warsaw, publishes a 
violent attack on the Zionists. ‘‘The only favour which we can do to 
Zionism,’ it says, ‘‘is to take part in its funeral, and to do everything to 
speed it across to the other side from which there shali be no 
resurrection.’

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The Training of Teachers. 


Central Committee for Jewish Education. 


A meeting of the Education Committee of the Jewish War Memorial, 
was held on Thursday of last week, at Jews’ College. Dr. A. Eichholz, 
©.B.E., presided. There were also present: 

The Chief Rabbi, Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., the Revs. W. Levin and 
J. K. Goldbioom, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, Mrs. Kichholz, Messrs. H. M. Adler, 
M.A., A. E. Franklin, J.P., I. Goldston, and J. Prag, J.P. : 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the work of the Teachers Training Com- 
mittee and to the proposed continu tion course for teachers. 

It was resolved that the resolution passed at the previous meeting, 
“that a scheme be prepared for the establishment and maintenance ofa 
continuation course for teachers during the winter at the Jews’ Free 
School” should be proceeded with atonce, and that pending an arrange- 
ment with the Teachers’ Training Committee for carrying on the work 
whilst the transfer was being effected, that Committee be asked to con- 
tribute a sum not exceeding £100 towards the cost. Mr. I. Goldston 
was added to the Committee to carry the scheme into effect. 

The CHAIRMAN asked the Committee to instruct the Secretary to 
ascertain whether steps were being taken by other organisations in the 
direction of the training of teachers with a view of securing their co- 
operation. The proposal was agreed to. | 

The CHIEF RABBI asked whether there was no way of c3-ordinating the 
various educational bodies now at work in the community. He suggested 
that representatives of the various educational institutions should meet 
to discuss the question of co-ordination. 

Dr. EICHHOLZ assured the Chief Rabbi that there would be no over: 
lapping in connection with the continuation classes’ scheme. 


Aria College. 


Mr. Herbert M. ADLER read the memorandum of the Central 
Committee upon the resolutions passed by the Council of the War 
Memorial as to Aria College, and agreed to by that College and by Jews: 
College. The Committee resolved: 

That the Council of Jews’ College be approached with a view to the appoint 
ment by them of representatives to carry out the functions specified in Resolution 
8 relating to Aria College, i.e. (a) to determine the standard in Hebrew and 
Religion for the eutrance examination, and (b) to co-operate in holding these 
examinations, and further, that it be suggested to the (‘ouncil of Jews’ College 
that they appoint the same representatives as they have already appointed to 
serve on the Joint Committee for the control and management of Aria College. 

Mr. FRANKLIN said that the representatives of the War Memorial 
should report on the activities of Aria College at the end of each term. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN thought it would be advisable if the Joint 
Committee met at once. 

The Chief Rabbi was appointed Chairman of the Joint Committee. 


Jews’ College Examinations. 


A discussion ensued on the -report received from Jews’ College 
regarding a revised scheme for teachers’ examinations. Under the new 
scheme the examinations will be entrusted to a committee of eight 
persons. The Committee agreed to associate with Jews’ College in the 
formation of the committee, and appointed as its representatives Messrs. 
H. M. Adler, I. Goldston, and L. G. Bowman, M.A. The Jews’ College 
report further expressed approval of the desire to institute an examina- 
tion for a school-leaving certificate in Hebrew and Religion, and asked 
the Centra! Committee to consider the problems involved. The Com- 
mittee instructed its representatives on the Joint Examination Committee 
to discuss the matter in consultation with Dr. Eichholz. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER said that he had considered the question of 
grants to students who pass the Jews’ College Teachers’ Examination 
with. “distinction,” and was impressed with the need to amend the 
resolution. The Committee resoived : 

That in fature the grant of £5 shall continue to be given to all who pass the 
Junior Examination with “distinction,” and that a grant of £5 be given to all 
who pass the Intermediate and Final Examinations, and an additional £5 anda 
prize book to those who pass with “‘ distinction”’ in these two grades, 


Filis A. Franklin Prizes. 


Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN expressed his desire to commemorate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the birth of his late father, Mr. Ellis 
Franklin, by endowing a prize fund, such endowment to take the form of 
a@ gift of £500 Midi (French) Six Per Cent. Bonds, the income to be used to 
provide prizes for the encouragement of the further study of the Jewish 
Religion and Jewish History by Jewish boys and girls who have left 
a and have completed their secular education. The terms of the 
gift are :— 

The capital funds and any unexpended accumulations of income thereof to 


be held by the Trustees of the Jewish War Memoria! exclusively for this 
purpose. 


The regulations governing the award of the prizes to be made and revised 
from time to time by the Central Committee for Jewish Education, always, 


however, limiting them to the above objects. 

The prizes to be known as the Ellis A. Franklin prizes. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Franklin’s gift was a most valuable 
asset. He tendered to him the Committee’s most grateful thanks. 

Authority was given for the purchase of books for the library of 
text books and prize books, and for a branch of the library to be avail- 
able as a lending library for students in training and for teachers.

The Shechita Board Crisis. 


The relations between the Shechita Board and its butchers have for 
some considerable time been strained. In spite of the almost inpumer- 
able meetings which have been held with the object of effecting some 
kind of compromise so as to secure a friendly working arrangement, 
nothing has been achieved. Indeed, it is regrettable to note that there 


are indications of an ugly rupture. What underlies the troubleis the fact | 


that for some considerable time the community generally has felt con- 
vinced that a city with a Jewish population such as that of Leeds, should 
possess a larger number of butcher shops than it has at present, and also 
that the Shechita Board should be the governing and deciding authority 
on such a matter. In pursuance of this policy the Board actually granted 
licences to a few new butchers. This was strenuously resented by the 
Butchers’ Association. Thereafter, representatives of that Association 
attended the meetings of the Board with the avowed object of finding 
some way out of the impasse even at the eleventh hour, but all hopes of a 


settlement seem now to have fallen to the ground. The Shechita Board, 


confident that it will have the backing of the Jewish community generally. 
is about to embark upon a scheme which will give it its rightful controlling 
power, and enable it to carry out its functions to the religious satisfaction 
of the comraunity generally. It is to be hoped, however, that even now a 
copflict may be avoided and an amicable settlement reached.

MISS MINNA TAYLER. 


A Portrait of Mr. Montefiore. 


Mise Minna Tayler gives an exhibition of her work at &, Great 
Marlborough Street. 

Her pastels are very charming, and portraits of several notable 
people are to be seen. The one which has the greatest personal interest 
is that of Mr. C.G. Montefiore,LL.D. The picture is not only an excellent 
likeness rendered with feeling and sympathy, but the general treatment 
makes a clever and pleasing piece of work.

There is also a delightfal study of Joseph Kollman, a young Jewish 
violinist. 

Miss Tayler shows some clever flower and landscape studies, among 
which special montion of “ Red Hot Pokers” (2), ‘“ Heather and Sea’’ (3), 
and “ Rivals” (39) must be made. 

LUCIEN PISSARRO. 


Mr. Lucien Pissarro’s new pictures are being exhibited at the 
Leicester Galleries. 

Mr. Lucien Pissarro ranks among the greatest exponents of English 
landscape. His colouring is delicate and subdued, and at the same time 
bright, while the sunlight literally shines warmly on his pictures in such a 
way that there is no mistaking that it is English country. 

Among the best are “‘ Kew Gardens” (11), “ Colchester” (12). “ Kings. 
wear Railway Station” (15), “Blackpool Vale, Spring Morning” (22), 
"Dartmouth from my Window” (33), and “Morning Soow, Kew 
Gardens” (2!). 


WALTER TITTLE. 


In the same galleries isan exhibition of dry points and chalk drawings 
by Mr. Walter Tittle, the New York artist. These are portraits of well- 
kpown personalities. They are masterly drawings, without a single 
unnecessary line. “Mrs. Edward 8. Harkness (New York)” (1), and “ Mrs. 
Joseph S. Frelinghuysen ” (3) are two charming dry-points, and drawings 
are shown of notable people, among the best of which are those of Mr. 
Joseph Conrad (7), Sir Hall Caine (10), Mr. Walter de la Mare (11), 
President Harding (20), Lt.-Col. Sir Maurice Hankey, G.C.B. (27), Lord 
Riddell (51). Two other clever pieces of work are “ My Father” (18) and 
No. 45, that of the artist's mother. 


SIMON BUSSY. 


There is also an exhibition (at the same galleries) of Mr. Simon 
Bussy’s paintings. Here we get an artist who is greatly daring in his 
colour efiects, and the results in some cases are magnificent, we almost 
said awe-inspiring. 

‘Ios Aigrettes’’ (4) almost takes one’s breath away with the 
originality of its colour scheme and the same note ts carried out in ‘Le 
Geai Bieu’’ (6). 

‘Le Faisan Doré,’’ though not in such unusual colours, is even more 
striking. 


The impression on the whole is that we have been given a wonderful 
feast of colour. 


MISS MARY PEACHEY. 


The Gieves Art Gallery are giving an exhibition of Miss Mary 
Peachey’s work. 

This artist is very uneven in her painting, and whereas some of her 
pictures show considerable talent and character, others are quite ordinary. 
‘The Mistral in Corsica’’ (28) is a very clever landscape with a well 
perceived ani recorded light effect, while ‘‘The Mascot”’ is a very 
charming and unusual picture, due largely to the effective background. 

“The Ratcatcher’’ (1), “‘Simplicity” (31), and ‘‘ South American 
Portugee’’ (5+), are very good examples of this artist's work.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


A correspondent in yesterday's Jewish World, in the first of two 
articles on “ Rules of the O.A.8. and G.O.I.,” reviews the rules affecting a 
large proportion of the membership in the Jewish Friendly Society 
movement—almost 20,000 on the voluntary side. He indicates points of 
similarity and difference, as well as features distinctive to one or other of 
the Orders. 


Order Achei Ameth. 


lt is understood that the Order Achei Ameth, having been burdened 
with a deficiency in the Management Fund of its State Insurance section. 
is now on the road towards solving its difficulties. The expedient of a 
epecial levy of 2s. 60., covering the deficiency on management for 1920-21 
has Leou adopted, coupled with a reduction of staff and a readjastment of 
minor charges. The membership affected exceeds 3,000. Although the 
compulsory levy has been decided upon, it is hoped to alleviate the hard- 
ship which will be suffered by meurbers falling ill who have not paid the 
levy. In their case there is a reduction of 23. 64. for every week of sick- 
ness benefit. By the means to be adopted by the Order for coping with 
the difficulties experienced so long on its State side, it is anticipated that 
before a great lapse of time a surplus will be secured for the management 
fund. Itis recognised to be a misfortune to work on an accumulating 
deficit in management and one detrimental to the working of the 
Approved Section, but under the new proposals it is hoped that the State 
side wi!l recover its position both flaancially and numerically.

“The Promenades.”’ 


Novelties are still being given for the last week of the “ Proms.” The 
two of last week proved of the same calibre as those preceeding. On 
Tuesday weck performance was given to Albert Reussel's “Pour une 
Féte de Printemps.” Apparently an attempt is made to depict the noise 
made by a crowd at any fair. The chief merit of the piece lies in its 
brevity. It was preceded by an equally uninteresting performance, the 
lengthy scena from “ La fiancée du Timbalier.” This piece is one that 
demands perfect diction and expression to hold the attention of any 
audience. When sung from the score, at times almost unintelligbly, as it 
was by Miss Marcia van Dresser, the finale comesas a welcome relief. 
A neat performance was given by Mr. Leonard Borwick ot Mozart's 
Pianoforte Concerto No. 17, in G, his interpretation being worthy of the 
com position. 

On Wednesday night, a Nocturne and Scherzo was given first 
performance, conducted by the composer, Dr. Malcolm Sargent. This 
provided a clever combination of instruments, but was void of melody, 
and interesting only to those who like experiments. A fine performance 
was given by Miss Isolde Menges of Dvorak’s Florid Violin Concerto in A 
minor. Miss Hilda Blake and Mr. Topliss Green were the vocalists. 

On Thursday a miscellaneous programme included works of Wagner, 
Strauss, and Weber, the contrast affording evident pleasure to a large 
audience. The solo pianist was Miss Lilia Kanevskaya in Weber's 
Concertstiick for piano and orchestra. 

Next week is the last of the series, one which has been pre-eminently 
successful, despite a much duller choice of works than in other seasons, 


~ gnd an abnormal! taste for novelties of a “ futurist” nature. 


The Monday “ Wagner,” oge of the best and most outstanding features 
of the week, is devoted to “Gotterdimmeriung.” Mmes. Carrie Tubb, 
Edith Furmedge, and Louise Trenton and Mr. Frank Mullings are the 
vocalists. 

On Tuesday, a Russian programme includes works of Rimsky- 
Korsakov, Glazounov, Tchaikowsky, and Scharwenko, relieved by the 
interp lation of Saint-Saens’ rarely-heard “ Africa” fantasia for pianoforte 
and orchestra, with Miss Auriol Jones as soloist. 

Miss Harriet Cohen appears on Wednesday with the inevitable work 
of Arnold Bax, bis Symphonic Variationsin Ek. The distinctive feature 
of the programme will be the “ Pathetic” Symphony of Tchaikowsky. 
Miss Louise Dale and Mr. Mischa Leon are the vocalists. 

On Thursday, the only new work by a lady composer will be heard, 


namely Miss Ethel Scarborough’'s Orchestral Fantasy “Promise,” which 


she will conduct in person, Mr, Albert Sammons will play Elgar's Violin 
Concerto in B minor, 


Notes and News. 


The musical season has opened with a brilliant display of ‘star’ 
appearances, After performances by Tetrazzini, Chaliapine, Cortot, 
Siloti, Benno Moiseiwitsch, Backhaus, and Thibaud, there is not much 
room, one would say, for newcomers or minor concerts, yet the large 
audiences attracted by all concerts seem to show that there is a wide 
demand for music of all kinds. 

Last week saw several recitals of more or less varying interest. The 
‘cello was finely represented by the re-appearance of Mr. Luigi Gasparini. 
The noteworthy feature of his programme was the performance of 
Beethoven's Sonata in A in which he had as coadjutor that brilliant 
pianist Mr. Francesco Ticciati. 

At Wigmore Hall last Monday, Mr. Adolphe Hallis gave his first 
pianoforte recital since his return from a continental tour. Mr. Hallis 
has lost none of his charm of execution, and has gained much in 
technique. 

Mr. A. D. Rosselli, the famous Italian tenor, is nowin London. His

To-morrow the first of the Queen's Hall Symphony Concerts take 
place with Sir Henry Wood as conductor, and Mr. Mitja Nikisch as solo 
pianist,

SWIMMING GALA, 


The annual swimming gala of the Club Sections was held at the 
Holborn Baths on Wednesday evening of last week. Five clubs competed 
in the senior division and six clubs in the junior division, with a total 
entry of 130 competitors. The struggle for the championship of the 
junior division between the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and Oxford and 8t. 
George's Club was very keen and was reminiscent of last year’s competi- 
tion when the Club secured the victory by a narrow margin of four 


points. On the present occasion the Jewish Lads’ Brigade won with 


eighteen points as against fourteen scored by Oxford and St. George’s. 
Some of the swimming races provided close and exciting finishes, and 
several of the individual performances were extremely good. Mr. 
Churchill, of the Amateur Diving Association, who judged the diving, 
remarked on the great improvement in this section of the competitfon, 
and made particular reference to the performance of L. Marcus and A. 
Darsa of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and H. Shinkerman of Oxford and 
St. George's. The diving of the junior was of a higher standard than that 
shown by the seniors. The points gained by competing clubs were:

OUR DEBATE. 


JEWISH MISSIONS. 


Our debate continues to progress merrily, and my young readers 
are gradually being drawn into the discussion, which pleases me 
greatly. This debate has been a little bit one-sided, as most of my 
correspondents have taken a view opposite to that of the opener, and 
given it as their opinion that. Jewish missions to the Gentile are 


undesirable. 


A BIOLOGICAL REASON. 


_ A learned niece advances a biological reason for opposing the 
making of converts. This is Sylvia Wigoder, of Dublin, who, following 
I believe, other members of her family, proposes to adopt a medical 
career. She says: “The question of converts to Judaism haa always 
interested me. I quite see they are andesirable for several reasons. 
First, they have not the traditions of our race at heart. They can 
never love all our little ceremonies the way we do. Then I believe, 
since the righteous of every religion are equally blessed, they get, to 
put if crudely, no more benefits for forsaking their own to embrace ours. 
Not that very many people do convert because they honestly believe 
our religion the best. It is usually for marriage they chauge, and that 
brings me on to my great objection to converts. We Jews are a fine 
race. In the struggle for existence only the very fittest could survive, 
which is the main reason why Jews are particularly free from such 
diseases as consumption. An attack of a disease calis for a develop- 
ment of anti-bodies in the patient so that they can make a fight for 
health. These anti-bodies are inherited by the children so that they 


in turn can withstand the disease. 


Now, if a person does not get the 


disease no anti-bodies are formed, so that if a future generation does 
get the disease they get it very severely. Now, the child of a born 
Jew and a convert will probably inherit the liability to disease from 
the one parent and the lack of anti-body from the other, and in that 
way the fitness of the race will be decreased, or else the race will die 
out. Some statistics go to prove that just as oil and water don’t 
mix neither do Jew and Gentile blood, and thatif every Jew married 
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@ convert the race would be extinct in about three generations. And 


still another reason for my obj-ctions: These Jewish children will * 


have Gentile cousins and grandp:srents who will, perhaps, uukunowingly 
influence them so that they will be less staunch Jews than their 


Jewish forbears.” 


A QUESTION OF LOYALTY, 


Jessie Stolloff advances a variety of reasons for disagreeing with 
Michae! Heury. She thinks that Jewish missions would in-rease 
anti-Scmitism. She doubts the genuineness of couversion from oue 


religion to another. 


“Common-sense telis us that if a wouid-be 


convert cannot be true to his own faith he certainly will never be a 
loyal Jew.” She thinks there is quite enough for our ministers and 
preachers and teachers to do among their own people. 


A HARD ROAD, 


Hannth Myers, of Gateshead, agrees with Rachel Sipkin that the 
Jewish faith imposes so many obligations upon its adherents that no 
convert can realiy enter into the spirit of the religion. One must be 
born a Jew to become a true Israelite.

Another solemn feat- 
ure of the service isthe Memoria! for 
the Departed, in which we recall our 
dear ones taken from us, and pray for 
the repose of their souls and for the 
inspiration to descend upon us, which 
their teaching and ‘heir good deeds 
should have imparted. 

The final day of Simchat Torah, 
the Festival of Rej icing in the Law, 
is one of (he merriest in the calendar, 
and it is essentially and character- 
istically Jewi-h.
